Euen fo our 
Predeceſſors, Ariftotle, Virgil, Plaro,and many other in 
iuing vs examples therein, haue left immortall fame be- 
Rinde them in writing, through the good zeale, and loue 
they had to their Country and Commen- M ealth.

— Wren. But ye ſhall this vnderſtand: @xen 
Dare accozding to the regien and countrie 
where they are bꝛed : foz as there is a di- 
net ſitie of grounds and countries: ſo like- 
wiſe there are dinerſities-of bodies and dinerſities of na⸗ 
turall courage: and likewiſe dinerſitie in hapze and 
bozneof them. Foz thoſe Oxen in Aſia be of one ſozt, and 
thoſe in France of another ſozt, ſo likewiſe here in England 
of another ſoꝛt. And pet not ſo many dinerſities of pzogin- 
tes, but as many dinerſities in the beaſfs:as in Italy, in 
Capam, there they haue white Oren, g of (mall body, yet 
bery god to labour in the plongh and tilt the grormd, Alfa 
in the Dutchy of Vrben, there are great Dren both white 
and red, mighty in body q of a great toutage. In Tuſcane 
and about Rome, the oren are well ſet and thick; e ſtrong; 
made tolabour. Likewiſe in the Alpes, e hils of Burgony 
they be ſcong,+ can well endure al labent, e faire like wife 
withall. But neverthelefſe, althongh they doe thus differ 
in diuers parts, yet the buper ſhall marke and vnderſkand 
herein ter taine generall rules of Oren, the which Mago df 
Carthage hath ginen vs, and ſaith, he that will buy Oren, 
muſt bay yonug oxen, well quartered, haulng large and big 
members, with long hones ſome what blacke, ſtrong 8 big: 
his fozehead bzoad,and his bꝛowes wꝛinckled: his cares 
rough within, t hairy like velnet, his eres great and large, 
his monzell blacke, his noſtrils croked within, e very open 
and wide, the chin vf his necke long, thicke, and flehte, 
the de wlappe 0z ak inne that hangeth vader his throat, 4 
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be great in hanging almoſt downe to his knees, his bꝛeat 
round and bigge, his ſhonlders large and deepe. Bis belly 
bigge compaſſe in falling derpe, his ribbes to bee wide and 
open, his raines large, his backe ſtraight e dat, with alittle 
bending towards the rumpe: his thighes round, his legges 
traight and well truſt, rather ſome what ſhozt then long: 
bis kne&s full and round truſt, his holes «4 clawes on his 
fete to be large and bzoad vnder fte, his taple long, ann 
well haired⸗ and to be bziefe his body fo be thicke and ſhozt 
his colour to be redo2 blacke is beit. Alſo fo be gentle and 
eaſie to handle & touch, to leade, oʒ to occupy. Theſe are the 
chieleſt pzoperties (it a man would buy) to know a god 
.Dro by, and hiere (hall follow the beſt way how foz to 
tame them. 


The manner and way beſt for a man to 
tame his Oxen. 

T2 Irft to be it beſt is this: p hall bſe to handle your 
, Drea when they are young bulleckes and Calues, and 
alſo vſefo tie them and to binde them to the ſtall, ſo that 
hereafter it hall not bee painefull vnto pon to tame them, 

noz yet ſo dangerous to bzuiſe them, as when they waxes 
olde. And yet J would not haue them to bee tamed befoze 

-thz& yeares, noz after fine yeares: fo2 the one is too 
weake and tender, and the other too hard and ſtrong to 

tame thoſe which ſhall bee taken wilde and flerce : foz pet 

(hall then lone hurt them. There loꝛe in houſing them firſt, 

vte ſhall make pour doe large faz them to goe in and out, 

and make a right comming into the houſe foz craſhing 
ane another. And alſo let pour ſtalls bee boarded under 
their fete, and likewiſe befoze them, and let the croſſe- 
beame auer their heads be ofſeanen fot high, to tie vp their 
heads if n&d be. Pe ſhall alſo faſten them firſt thereunto, 
and within a while after, pee ſhall vſe to handle them by 
the head and hoznes,and vſe to water in the ſtall: foz 
by comming abzoad, they will ſecke to bzeake awaę 8 will 
not yeldCo ſone to the keeper. Dome doe yoake them toge⸗ 
ther

ther koꝛ two dayes abzoad,ye ſhal likewiſe.take god h&de 
that one ore touch not another with their hoznes : ſo with⸗ 
in two oꝛ the dayes that ye ſ& them ware moze tame, to- 
wards the euening you may pzone to leade them fozth, e 
to walke them halfe a mile ſpace 02 mo2e, and ſo retnrne a- 
gaine. But firſt ye muſt ſc fo tye them ſo ſtraight, that 
they may not well moone their heads; then appzonch 
gently, and goe befoze them, not behind them, noz on their 
ſides : and ſpeake them faire. and ſo accuſtome them to ſ& 
and behold their k&eper : then rubbe theit heads, and touch 
their noſtril's and mouzels, ſo that they may know and 
fele the ſent of their kr per: and thus ye may vſe them all. 
Pe ſhall alſo waſh and ſpꝛinkle them with wine, to make 
them moꝛe tame and familiat with vou, and then put pour 
hand vnder their bellies, and betwixt their thighes, to the 
end that when ve doe touch them there. they ſix not away 
02 rike. And vſe the thus, that ye map at any time take 
from them flies, woꝛmes, oʒ tiks. Then vie tu beemoze 
neere their ſides, but not behind foz feare of a blow with 
their fete ; and then bſe to open their iawes; take fozth 
their tongue, and rub the pallet of their mouth with-(ait- 
and vſe once oz twiſe a peare to giue them a dzinke mirt 
with one pound of ſalt greaſe melted, with that pintes 
of ale oz wine. And by training and vfing them thus, yee 
may ſoone make them take, ſo that pe may ſone after bſs 
them to 8 yoake in coupling them with ſome other gentle 
ore, and ſo tis them to ſome tre, oz other thing, and then 
pee map ble them to the plough. But firſt vie them to 
ſome light earth, foz the other may ſone tire, and ſo dull 
them, becanſe their neckes being vet but ſoft and tender, 
may ſone be bꝛuiſed and gauled with the bow and yoake, 
if the earth be very hard, and they as then are but ten der 
and rude. And above all, take hid in taming a Bull, that he 
hurt yon not with his hoznes o2 fœt. Foz it ye dee not vie 
him ozderly at the firſt, yee ſhall hardly tame him after, 
but hee will haue one ill touch o2 other: and likewiſe an 
old Dre is moze harder to tame, donbtfuller then the 
young.

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which are ha ly feders. Alſo this is counted a great fault 
in ſome keepers of oxen, which will haue his ore rather fat 
thenleane: wherefoze to labour the body of a trauelling 
cre, oꝛ other, he ought to be ma meane 02 gad eſtate, rather 
then fat, hauing his muſcles 02 nernes ſtrongly made, not 
charged with fatte, which will but grieue them to labour 
when they are ſo. Thus J will leaue off their gogernment, 
and ſpeake hereafter of diſeaſes, as if an ore haue water in 
bis belly, pe ſhall giue him the iuyce of kempe leaues,mtrt 
with water to dzinke, oz the leaues of Elder ſtampt with 
ale o2 beere doe purge by ſtedge, oz the rot ſod in old wine 
o2 ale and ginen, is god to anopd water out of the mawe 
and belly. 


The remedies for certaine diſeaſes in Oxen, Kine, 
and other cattell. 


| T ſhall be ſmall pꝛofit to the husbandman ts gine his 
beaſt meate, q know not how to helpe and keepe them in 
health and ſtrength. Therekoze our Ancients did vſe, to 
glue them quarterly of Lupin peaſon, with the ſerds of Cy- 
pres, by enen poztion beaten together, and then f@ped all 
one night in water, and ſet in the open ayꝛe: which did vis 
the ſo to kepe them ſafe from ſicknes Alſo often times cat- 
tell will haue a ſicknes which willmake them deſire to vo⸗ 
mit and cough with ponerty : the which yee may helpe by 
th2owing into his thꝛoa te faſting,a raw hen egge, hell and 
all whole. Then on the mozrow; take bzniſed Raiſong 
with the ſtalkes, and mixe it with wine oꝛ ale, and gine it: 
02 of common garlicke put into his eares. This is not one 
thing alone to helpe them, but there are divers others: as 
to mixe ſalt with their meate. And ſome dae giue them of 
mugwoꝛt with ople oz wine to dzink. Others do gine them 
the rotes of lakes beaten with wine, oz the ſ&deg of firs 
tree, 02 frankincenſe trie, and alſo the ſ&des of ſanin, 03 
rewe, to make them dꝛinke it with wine oz ale, and ſoms 
doe giue them the hearb called in Engliſh, white 2 
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in Latine Droſtis, mixed with bitter fitches. Some do ging 

them a little of aſerpents skinne beaten with wine. They 

doe vſe alio to beate wild time, 02 ſauozie in ſwete wine, 

and ſo giueit, which is counted very god toz them. Like- 

wiſethe ſea Dnioncalled Squilla in Latine, to be cut ſmall 

andſoakedin water, and ginen to ſwallow it. All theſe 

oz every of them when they are miniſtred, onghtto be gi- 

uen and miniſtred thz& dayes together, a pint 92 moze at 

once to a beaſt, which will purge their belly, + take away 

the diſcaſes, and alſo doth renew them bnto ſtrength and 
health againe. And among all medicines, the les ofolines 

to be giuen, is a ſingular god medicine, mixt with as much 

water as les. Wherefoze it ſhallnot be ill to accuſtome 
pour cattell thus: ye hall firftſpzinkle therewith gently 
their moate, and then put a little thereof into their water, 
and at length ye may mire in their water a moze potion: 
thereof:and ſo gineit vnto them, and likewiſe among their 
meate: ſo thus ye map vſe tokeepe them continnalty in 
health as they did ble them in times paſt. 


The cauſe of Peſtilence in Cattell. 


1 ** cauſes of peſtilente, one thing is the chafing of cat 
teli:wherefoze ye muſt not chafe pour tattell much in 
labour, ſpecially in Sommer, fo2 that doth beſides bꝛing 
vnto them the fluxe of ths bellp, oꝛ elſe an agne. Alſo pe ſhall 
neither let hogs noz hennes to enter into their ſtaltes: foz 
their dung being mixt with pour tatteis meate, willbz&de 
a peſtilente at length, & kill them. And eſpecially the dung 
af hogges doth b2&dea murren among cattell{the ſ@ner)in 
eating thereof: if remedy be not ſone had, they will grow 
to a murren, and die thereof. The remedies are theſe, y& 
muſt by aud by change their layer, and diuide them into 
many parts, and farre off from thence. And alſo ſepa- 
rate the whole from the ſicke: foz one beaſt infeued, will 
yopſon all thereſt in ſhozt time. Pow when ye haue chan? 
29d them into other parts, va muſt put them * — 
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other beni dot fiede with them, to the end they do not in- | 


fect others therein: and to onercome this peſtilent enill,is 
to gine them medicines : therefoze thus yemap vie them: 
Pe ſhall tak of wilde carrec, called in Latine Daucus, 93 
wilde Parſenipe, oz ofgrounſill, oz of Angelicarots,02 the 
rote ofthe ſea holme named Eringion in Latine, with fen- 
nell ſ&de, and ſpꝛinckle it with ſod wine, and fine wheaten 
meale, with hot water: mixe them ſo together, and gine 
pour ſicke cattell dzink thereol:then ſone after pe ſhalmaks 
a dzinkeof Caſſia, Mirrhe, and 5 like poztt- 
on, mixt with as much blod ofthe ſea Tortu, if pe can: 
then put all together in aquart of old wine, and then ſquirt 
it into their noſtrils. Ye mult miniſter this medicine thz& 
dayes together, euery day a third part. 
le haue (ſapth he) found allo a miete ſhozt medicine x 
a god, which is the rote called in Latine Conſiligo, in 
French Romeel, oz Patedclion, in Engliſh I take if to be 
blacke Ellebozie, which is very god taz all cattell. Which 
rote ought to bs takenafter this manner: Pe muſt digge 
bim out of the earth with your left hand, befoze the Sun 
doe riſe:foz as they ſay,whenhe is ſo taken, thereby he hath 
the maze vertne: which von muſt die in this ſozt : Firit, ye 
mult boze thzough a circle ot holes with an awie 
of bzaſſe oz latin, in the flap oz bꝛoadeſt part ut 
eare. But firſt clip away 2 ——— 
ot, and then bazeyour holes: ſo done, then when you ſe the 
blend iſſue fozth like a round circle, ye ſhall put info 
the ſayd holes of the fozeſayd rote, cut in ſmall pat ces. An 
when it is within the fleſh holes, that beaſt ſhall inconti⸗ 
nently tec ouer, and ware freſh andluſty againe, and 
not fall into the danger of the ſaydbenomoys diſeaſe : 
therote will dzaw ſozth all thevenome at theſaydholes in 
bis eare. Whereby that part of the eare willrotte and'fail 
away, and by the loſe thereof, the Beaſt ſhall efeap 
and bs ſaued. Cornelius Celſus, his connſell is this:

- ling, bis eyes will bee charged with dꝛoppes, his nerues x 
ſinewes will be hard and ſtiffe: which cauſe is, hee doth 
not vie to rab oz licke himſelfe. {he remedies are theſe, 
pe (hall take 9. pints of warme water, and 30. Colewozt 
leanes alittle bopled, mixe them with ſome vinegar,and ſo 
make him to ſwallow it downe, and all day after pe ſhall 
let him eate nothing but that. Some do tie him in the ſtall, 
t lay meat afoze him, ſo that he cannot eate thereof : g then 
they take 4. pound of the toppes of lentiles, and the toppes 
of wildeoliaes, and beate them tohether with a pound of 
hony, and put thereto 4. pints of water, and then ſetteth 
it a night in the open ayꝛe, and on the moꝛrow giue it him, 
and within an houre after they giue him wilde fares, oz 
Fetches (oaked in water, but no dzinke: e this pe muſt doe 
the dapes together, till all the cauſe be taken away. Then 
if this doe not helpe his digeſtion 02 crawling of his guts 
and belly, which thing doth trouble him ſo that hee cannot 
tate his meate, and it maketh him to we@pe e to tomplaine 
and mourne, then let him not reſt long in a place, and alſo 
il he lie on the earth, ye ſhall remoue his head often where 
his taple was. Alſo this is a manifeſt remedy foʒ them: pe 
all binde hard the vpper part of his taple next the bulcke: 
te done, pe ſhall giue him then a pint and a halfe of wine, 
mixt with a quarter of a pinte of ople oline, make him to 
w it: and then leade him apace, the ſpacs of a mile : 

c halte. Then il the diſeaſe goe not away, ye ſhall then an- 
naint your hands with greaſe, butter, oz ople oliue, and

Another:Takethe roots of white elebozp,other- 
wiſe called n&ſing powder, and mire of that powder with 
ople and therewith annoynt : oz hoile it with god vinegar, 
any fo wach theretutth. Another: Take ol bearefwtheard; 
ſtampe it and then ſtraine it with vinegar, then mixe ther⸗ 
with the powder of bzimſtone, and waſh the beaſt there- 
with, Another: Takegarlicke and ſtampe it, and mixe it 
with pennpꝛopall, then gine it the beaſt with ate oz berre, 
and let him be chaled a while after. Another: Take the 
ſeede offfaneſacre died, 4 beaten into ane powder; then 
mixe it with aple oz freſh greace, and annopnt the beaſt 
therewith.

Here is a certaine diſeaſe comes to ſome tattell, called 
of husbandmen the turning diſeaſe. Mhich diſeaſe in 
etitiug their meate wil cauſe them to turne about, ę let their 
feding ſaze: & alſo thoſe cattel which are troubled wich this 
diſeaſe,are alwaies in danger to fall into pits e ditches and 
ſuchlike. The cauſe is, there lies a bladder vnder the ſcul in 
the fozeheadof the beaſt, which is befwene the bzaine g the 
b:aine-pan, which bladder muſt be taken fozth,ozhe wilne- 
uet amend, but in the end he wil die thereof. The remedy,ye 
mult caſt him, ꝛ bind his foure ft together, and then ye ſhal 
keele al oner ſoftly with your thumbe thzuſfing thereon, and 
where pe find p ſofteſt place, a OS there aboue pe ſhall - 
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theskin onerthwart foure inches, and ſo likewiſe beneath 
the ſoft place. Then allo in the midſt ye ſhall cut tbe skin 
downewards betwene the two ouerthwart cuts, and flea 
thoſe skinnes on both ſides : then turne them vp and pinne 
them with pinnes : then take a ſharpe knife, and cut the 
b2aine-pan there vnder two inches bꝛoad, and th;e& inches 
long: but beware pour knife goc no deper then the thicke- 
neſſe of the bzaine-pan,fo2 piercing the bzaine, foꝛ if ye do ſo, 
the beaſt will die. Then ye ſhall take away that cut bone,

when a hozſe oz bull is gelded, they will it pe ſuſſer them) 
couer incontinently, and certaineip ingender, but pee ſhall 
not ſuffer any ſo foz to doe, foz feare leaſt thep dye of the 
blody fluxe: but after pee haue ſo dzeſſedhim, pceſhall ans 
noynt him with freſh greaſe. Dome doe annoynt after hee is 
tut, with the aſhes of the tender vinebzanches,mired with 
the ſcumme ol ſilver, then ye ſhall gine them no dꝛinke foz 
the ſpace ot foure dapes, but to eate ofgreene hearbs, and 
giue him but little thereol.foʒ ve ſhal nouriſh him as though 
he were ſicke, in giuing him the crops of trees and greens 
hearbs. The leaſt danger in gelding an old beaff, is a 
Boare, all other beaſts be moze dangerous, being gelded 
whenthey are old. 

Dome doe ble a kinde ok gelding yong talues, oz foales 
(as J baue hard) vnder nine dapes: oz as ſdone as the 
ſtones deſcend downe into the codde they will by and by 
take him, and knit ſoftly the purſs ofthe codde, betwirt the 
ſtones and his bo die with a homakers thꝛead, and as the 
foale doth grow and increaſe, the ſtones will conſume and 
weare away, which kind ofgelding (as J haue learned) 
they doe bie in the Nozth parts. 

Ariſtotle ſaith, it is icopardy in gelding all kinde ofcat- 
tell being old, except Catabe: and likewiſeit is beit =_ 
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ding in the increaſe of the Pone , foz it will make them 
grow faire, large and bigger then thoſe which are geldedin 
the waine of the Pone, ſo that ve geld oz ſplayina good 
ſigne. Alſo in cutting oz letting blood, theſe ſignes are conn- 
ted moſt dangerous, if the Mone haue power oner them. 
as Taurus, Leo, Gemini, Virgo, and the latter part of Li- 
bra, and Scorpio, and alſo the two ſignes gonerned bnder 
Saturne, as Copricorne and Aquarius: the reſt are all god, 
as Aries, Cancer, Sagitarius, and Pilces, ſo that the Poone 
benot in them. 

Alſo ye ſhall note, that if the ſigne be comming within a 
day of the cnt place, it ſhall not then bee ſo god to cut with- 
out a moze danger, as when the ſigne is once paſt the place. 
Foz a griene wound beingnewlycut, the ſtgne comming 
nigh vnto it, will cauſe it to ble de a freſh, being but little 
moved, oz elſe to grow and bzede ts ſome impoſtumation 
of blood oz other humonrs, which hath bene often ſeene a⸗ 
mongcattell, whereby they haue dyed thereof, but to geld 
pour calues when they are but young, is counted beſt. As 
when they arg of fixe oz eight werkes old, foz elſe (ag ſome. 
busbands (ay ) they will not commonly pꝛoue ſo faire noz 
ſo good to weane . It any calfe doe ſwell after hee is new 
gelded, ſome doe vſe ta burne one of his ſtones to powder 
and ſo beate it ſmall, and caſt it thereon, and ſome doe mixe 
it with neats fote-oyle, and ſo annopnt the ſoze place there- 
with. 


The charge to kceper and gouernor of 
Cattell. 


He keeper 4 gouernour of cattell muſt alwaies be dili⸗ 

gent fo fozeſee that his tattell haue meat in due ſeaſon, . 
and that his ſtalles bee cleanly kept, and that no poultry 
hennes, duckes, o2 hogges doe bſe atany time the ſapd 
ffalles: foꝛ the ſeathers of poultry are vnholſome foz cattel, 
and ſo alſo their dung batedes the murren in cattell,asſome 
dee indge, and the dung alſo of hogges doth them no. 
god, 
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good, and likewiſe the lice of hogges will make them vn. 
quiet + ſcabby. Alſo the keper onght to rub them vayly that 
labour, and to kme them with a carde which will make 
them the luſfier, and to waſh their fete with cold Mater 
when as they labour not, will doe well. Pe ſhall alſo knoty 
the fozce and age ol an Dre in viſiting his mouth : foz hee 
will caft his two fozmeſt teeth within ten moneths of his 
firſt yeare, and within fire wiekes after that, hee will caſt 
the two next teeth vnto them, e about the end of thz& yeares 
bee will change and caſt them all. And when they are 
gro we al full bp againe,they will then be allequall, white 
The 1abo. ànd long. But when the Dre beginmethfoz to ware olde, 
ring Oxe, they will returne and ware croked and blacke, and like- 
wiſe vnequall. Alſo foz Dren to labour, the blacke Dre 
and the red Dre are beſt, andthe bzowne o2grezled Ore 
are next: the white Dre is wozſt of all colours, An Dre 
wiliſerne well to labour fill he be tenne peares, not after 
ſa good, fo he willafterward ware dull, weake and fable, 
UWherefoze then it were beſt fo feede him and ſo to ſell him. 
An Dre will line welfiftene oz ſirtcene peares. Alſo wilde 
oxen are better to beare a burden then to labour, fo2 they 
are neuer ſs free no2 ſo ffrong to dzaw and labonr, as the 
Bal te labour fame Drenare. Likewile it is not good fo labour with any 
bull among vour Oren, fo2 he will be tubbozne and ſullen, 
and loues to be a maiſter oner the reſt, whereby he will bnt 
trouble them. Mherefoze it ſhall be alwaies beſt to keepe 
the bulls luſtp and fat alwaies to conerpou Kine, ſo ſhall 
pte ſtill haue faire calues, and large withall: one good and 

luſty bull is ſufficient foꝛ thzeeſcoze Kine. 
Alſo Kine to be put to the bul, the beſt g chicfeſt time is 
in Pay, June, and July, then the Kineſhoald be put to the 
Kine put to ball befoze thep be put in any good paſture: foꝛ ſome do ſay 
bull to labour a leane Cow will take and ſoner bee with Calfe then a fat 
Cow. AJfaCow with make deſtre the bull, if ſhe bo mil- 
ked incontinent befoze, ſhe& will not then take noz pet de- 
ſire the Bull, ik her haue no bull, and l&ſe her make, ſhe 
will deſire the bull about a moneth after againe: thus ſome 
husbands 
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husbands haue p2oned, and the bull thecontrary : fog het 
muſt be fat and luſty when he ſhall coner the kine, oz elſe 
thoſe calves will be weake. A Cow will lius well füfterne 
peares, but after ſhe will ware ferble q weary. Alſo ve ſhal 
not let a Cow take the bnl befozeſhe be the yeares old-fo;z 
when pong kine go fo bull, thep do bzing fozth commonly 
ſmall and weake calues:therefoze ſome husbands wil ne- 
uer weane the firſt calfe of acow.Andalſo ve ſhal not put 
your kine vnto the Bull befoze the third 83 fourth day of 
Juno, ts the end that ſh& way (by the vertue in eating of 
bearbs and graſſe) be the moze hot and luſty to take the 
Bull when ſhe ſhall be put vnto him. Wherefoze ſome hul⸗ 
bands (to make the cow take the bul the ſoner)do gtue her 
of the hearb called cow-make, which growethlike a white 
gilliflower among co2ne.Then to k&pe her a little hungry 
and to giue her thereot two houres befoze ſhee (hall take 
the bull, and that will put her in moze heate: and ve ſhall 
then rub her natur all condit with nettles, which is alſo 
gos, ifſhe will refuſe the bull. Some hus bands do coun⸗ 
fell not to ſuffer your Kine to be covered under 4. peares,. 
and like wiſe not after twelne yeares, becauſe the one is 
t young, and theother is to olde. 

And allo they ſay, the belt time to put the Bull with the 
kine, is all the moneth of July-foz then the kine will bzing 
their talues in ver, in the beginning + ſpzing sfhearbs and 
graſſe ve need not conftrayne her then ta take the Bull, 
ſoz the abundante af hearbs will pzonoke and put her in 
heate, ſs that ye hall not then conſtraine her. Acow will 
go with calle ten moneths, ifa cow refuſe, oʒ the buli will 
not toner her, pe ſhall make them haue an appetite as it is 
fpoken of among hozſes t mares, as it is aloʒs rehearſed: 
and then ve ſhall diminiſh her paſture, to the end that the 
abundante of graffe doe not make her barren, foʒ a cow be⸗ 
ing fat will ſmally deſire the Bull :e whenſh&hath taken, 
ye may iudge by refuſing the bull: and alſo to know whe⸗ 
ther pe thall haue a cowcalfe 02 a bull calſe, ye (hall bnder- 
tand, tk the bull deſcend from her onthe right ſide ol her. 
maze 
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moꝛe then the left, is to judge a bull calfe:andlikewie the 
contrarie,ifhe deſcend on the left ſide. Oꝛ if the cow indeſ- 
cending and lying downe on the right ſide, is to iudge ſhe 
bath a bullcalſe:and ifſhe liedowne on the leftſive, is to 
ludge a cowcalfe. And when pe ſhall iudge ſhe hath taken 
by refuſing the bull, which thing doth not alwaies happen 
frne,foz although ſhe hath taken, xet many kine be not ſa- 
tiſfied, fo ſome b2uit beaſts will haue a voluptuous de- 
fire above nature, as well as other creatures. 

Alſo fo nouriſh young Kine 4 calues, in countries where 
there is great ſfoze of paſture,. they may noꝛiſh their calues 
ab the peare. But where there is mal ſtoꝛe of paſture it wil 
ſcant (nffice them from 2. peares to 2. peares. And pe map 
nouriſh pour calues of their dames foz one peares ſpace : 
but that yeare theſe Kine muſt not be charged with ane 
kind of labour. Alſo when a cow hath calued, ſome hng- 
bands will after the calfe hath ſuckt thz@ wakes take 
Away a teat, and milke it cleans ; the next wieke another 
teat, and ſo the third. Thus thep will haue milke plenty, 
and pet mam Kine will kepe milke enough to ſerve fo2 
her Calle. It a Cow paſſe ten yeares, ſhee is not then ſo 
good to bzing calues as beſoze. Af a young cow calue be⸗ 
foze thꝛt peares, pe ſhall take away the calfe, e mile her 
firlt th: dayestogether,becauſe ſhe ſhallnot then be char- 
ged with tomuchmilke.-Then milke her no moze, but let 
the calle haue all the reſt- It ve will dzy vp her milke, 
ve (hall anno pnt her bdder all over with tarre. Bine de⸗ 
ſtre not ſo much fo dꝛinke ol the riuer water as of ponds 
water, becanſe the water of the river is moze colder then 
the pond ⸗ water. Whichriger wafer being ſo cold will 
chill her within and make her in danger to caſt her calfe,if 
God Wwozke not the contrary. Potwithſtand ing among 
all great cattell, the cow will lightly abide the moſt coldeſt 
apꝛe. Wherefoze they commonly let them lie without the 
dozes al the winter in moſt places and countries, 
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The gouernement of Cattell, and the ordering 
ol Kine wich their Calues.

How to viſite and ouer-ſee your cattell from 
tume to time. 


Ye muſt often onereſce and viſit your froupes of cattell, 
againlf any infirmify that may-daply hap, and to chuſe 
and take fozth the old cattell from the young, ſo muſk pee 
likewiſe take your kine which are barren from the other, 
becanſe they will beare nomoze, and vet occupy the place 
ofthe baring kine. Which barren kine pee muſt either fat 
them, oz oecupie them to the plough , fo2 they may as well 
indure labour and trauell, as the young Dre, becauſe being 
barrenthey are as light. They delight to be in ſund2y plas 
ces, in winter nighſea, and in ſummer to bein thicke ſhady 
wads, and they loue moze the 'paſfure-onmounntatnes, 
then on the plaines, and allo their holes will better invare 
in fozreſf and gralſe woods, oz in places of clay o2 mariſh 
grounds, then in hard and ſtony places. 


Ĩkinges good to purge Cattell. | 
Me powder of ir. oʒ xb. leaues of laureil, o the græne 
leaues thereof beaten « frayned with a pint of honpes 
water, mixt with a little ſalt, then ſtrapned and ginen to the 
beaſt in the moꝛning: this will purge ſome what ftrong. 
Allo the leaues ol the alder bznifed and ſod in water, then 
ſtrapned eſo ginen, doth purge both choller 4 fleame bout 
ward: And alſo it doth cleanfe water out of the fomack. Al- 
fo the beries of alder tampt e ſtraind with ale oz bere doth 
like.

fe and eredykpe then in health from time to time. 
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How to fat an Oxe. 

Tephanus ſaith, ye& may fat an Dre ſone with fetches, 
peaſe,boyled barly,oz beanes husked 4 bzuiſed: and yee 
may alſs fat an Dre wel with hay,but not to giue him as ye 
nine vnto a hozſe : if pe gine Him in dummer of the tender 
bꝛanches of tres,it will refreſh him:it yegiue an Dre only 
akoznes, if will make him ſcabby, except the akoznes bes 
dyed and mixed with bzan, oz ſuch like. Alſo an Dre that 
vit intend to make fat, and ſo to bargaine and ſell, p may 
labour him in faire times once oz twice a werke in gentle 
grounds, and to labour him now and then a little faz exer⸗ 
ciſe, it will make him haue a better ſtomacke to his meate, 
and let him eate nothing but barley and hay, «ſometimes a 
little hearbs, oʒ vine bzanches,0; other tender bꝛanches that 
be loueth,ſo hall it be in good oʒder. Alſo to fat an Dre pes 
hal gine him ground beanes, dꝛyed barley oz Elme leaues, 
but ſpecially going in the Sun doth make him like well, 
to waſh him twiſe oz thzice a wiæke with warme warter- 
alſo cole-weozts to boꝝle with bzan, doth make them haue 
ſoluble bellies, and it doth nouriſh as much as doth barley. 
Likewiſe chaffemired with grounds beanes, is good ſomes 
times: pour Dren are leſſe ſubiect to diſeaſes then your hoj- 
tes, vet to pꝛeſerue and kpe them in health, our elders did 
bſe to purge them every quarter thꝛie bayes together, ons 
with Lupin peaſe,another with the grapne of Cypres, bea- 
ten in like quantity, ſteped all one night befoze in a pint oz 
a pint and a halfe ot water, and ſs giuen. Others doe giue 
other things accoꝛding to the vſe of the Countrie. 
Againe if any Dre doe ware weake and feble inlabour, 
they doe ble to giue him once a moneth of fetches beaten 
andftepedin water, and mixt with beaten bzanne: and ta 
kepe an Dre from being weary, they doe vie now e then 
to rub his hoznes with turpentine, mixt with ople Dline. 
But ſee that yee touch no other part of his head, but his 
hoznes,fo2 if ye ſo doe, it will at length hurt his fight. Alſo 
there will ſometimes * tome oner the heart of an 
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Dre, ſhewing thereby as though hee would bomlte; to help 
the ſame, pes ſhall rabbe and chafe his mouzell and month 
with bꝛuiſed garlicke, oz elſe with beaten l&kes, and then 
fozce him to ſwallow it downe- | 


Againſt the Collickein Cattell, 
Ye! ſhall give chiefly foz the ſame vnto pour Ore of 


bzniſed garlicke with wine, oꝛ bzuiſedleekes mixt with 


a pint of wine, and alſo againſt the gurling oz rumbling in 
the belly, and noyſe in his guts, which pee ſhall bnderffana 
when he compiatneth thereof : pe ſhall often ſee him lye 
downe, and ſuddenly to rife bp againe, becanſe hee cannot 
fo2 payne reſt long in a place : Tohelpethe ſame, ſome doe 
ble to put into his dzinke the ople-of- Nuts. : Others doe 
giue dim of onions boyled in werte wine, and ſome doe gius 
of myꝛrhe, with the powder of bayes ſteped in wine, and 
allo they doe pꝛicke his skin all about the cles ot his ft oʒ 
to pꝛicke vnder his taple, ſo long till it begin to blen, and 
ſo he hall amend, * 


Times beſt to ſtoppe laxes, = 

e chiefeſt times to toppe floxe oꝛ laxe, is when the 
Mone, oz ſigne is in Taurus, Virgo, oz Capricorne, 
then to giue pour beaſt dzinkes to ſtoppe it ſhall doe beft: 
but to purge by vzinkes, as afoze is mentioned; that is, 
wherrthe ſane is chiefely id Scorpio andP:ſces. Alfoitis 
not good to purge oz1etblod (without greatnede) in the 
change ofthe Mone, neither when there is any euill aſpect 
of one planet vnto another, no in the fignes of Capricorne 
and Aquarius, foz they are the two honſes-of Saturne and 
Mars. Thus if all theſe rules afozeſaid be obſerued and 
kept, thinges will wozke the better, and your cattle the becs 
ter be pzeſernep,

The reſt yee muſt conſider to haue 
all things in him as in an re, ſoꝛ there is no dufferance be⸗ 
twirt a god Bull and a good Dre, ſane thatthe Bull onght 
to haue a quicker loke, and his hoznes to bee mo2 ſhozter} 
likewiſe his nacke moze fleſhly,inſo mach as it is the grea⸗ 
teſt part of his body, and the ſtrongeſt, to the pzopoztion of 
the reſt, his belly long,flendec and ſtraight. whereby he mae 
the mozemoze eaſter couer the Kine. Thus much foz the 
Bull, and his pꝛopoztion.

Olumellaſapth,a Cow of eſtimation ought to bee large 
nd long bodied, and alſo to bs gentle, hauing a large 
and deepe bellie, a bzoave fezehead, and blacke oepn 
eres, with faire and blacke I : her eates 
rough and hapzie, her iawes well the fanne of her 
tayle great, the clawes andhoznes of her fte ſmall, hor 
: legges ſhozt and thicke, her bzeaft depe, all the reſt like vn⸗ 
to the male, and ſpecially to bee young: foz when a Cow 
ſhall paſſe Ten yeares, ſhe maynot ſo well beare calues. 

Alſo Stephanus ſayth;the Farmer hauing god vnderſtan⸗ 
ding ſhall. al w ues eſt@@iethe Cow of a meane ſtature, and 
being but foure 02 fine rares old: the bzowne cologr mixt 
with white ſpots, is good with the red and the black, and 
to haue a large depe bellie, bzoade fozehead, blacke epes, 
nd great cleane hoznes and blacke, her eares rough, her 
iawes narrow ſet, her muzell great, her hayze ſome what 
crumpled, her hofes little and ſmallꝑ clouen, her legs ſhot, 
her thinges thicke and round, her vdderne large and deepe, 
hauing but foureteats, her necke long x thicke, her bꝛeaſt 
large, and depe hanging, her fete bzoade and thicke. Theſe 
are the chiefeſt poynts belonging to a faire Cow.

doe well: but in ſammer pe ſhall gine her the bzanches oz 
tender bzouſe of tries, ſuch as ve can get, and vſe her not af- 
ter two moneths ta faſt, but let her feed in moznings in the 
fields, and ſo ta milke her, and ts gine her alſo in the ene- 
ning frelh fozrage when ſhe commeth to the houſe. And 
likewiſe in the mozning befoze ſhe& goeth to the field, and 
when the hath calued,ye ſhal kepebacke the calfe when ſh&@ 
goeth to the field, x ſo vie her ſtil as ye ſhall \& cauſe. And 
when to geid,as afozeſaid ismentioned,fome doe vſe to geld 
when the calao# are yong, and ſome lets them run a pears 
o2 moze befoze they geld, which is cormtedmoze dangerous. 
Therefoze as moſt doe ve, to geld bnder the damme is beit: 
then after their geldiag, ee muſt kepe them well in good 
paTures, that they may bee the moze readier and ſtronger 
to labout ut thꝛte peares. Thep doe vſealſo to labour their 
barren kine after nine yeares, when as ther tʒing no moze 
calues. Theretozs they are put vuta.the vie ot dzowing in 
the poake as Oren ars.

Itzharbert ſayth, and i a man bu leane kine oꝛ Open to 
fred; xe mult ſe they be pong, foz the younger they beer, 
the ener they will fiede : elaoke well that their haire dare 
not, but that thep doe vie to licke themſelnes: and ſe alſo: 
they be whsle mouthed, in wanting none ol their teeth. Foz 
and 


pizell 
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pizell, pet will hee f&de : but an Dre haning the gont will 
not bee dzieunfarre : pe ſhall chuſe-him with a.bzoade rib, 
anda thicke hide, and not to be looſe skinned, noz yet ſticke 
hard to the ribs oʒ ſides, foz then they will not feede lo well. 
And thoſe hus bands that doe meane to thaine, muſt haue 
both Kine and Dxcn, Yozle, Pares, and young cattell, 
and to reare every yeare ſome calues and foales „ oz ciſe 
hee hall be conſtrained to buy, If y& buy Dren foz the 
plough, ſ& they bee poungand notgouty, noz petbzoken 
bayze of taple oz pizell. Againe, if ye buy Kine fo the payle, 
ve muſt ſ& they bee young, and hauing ſnch p;operties as 
afoze are mentioned, alſo gentle to milke, and{ikewiſe to: 
nouriſh vp their calues.

Lſo in buying eyther Oren-03 Kine to fat, pee ſhatl: 
rſt handle them, and ſ& if they bee ſoft on the crop be- 
bind the houlder, and alſo vpon the hindermoſt ribbe, and. 
vpon the hucklebone, and on the nathe by his taple, and to 
ſis likewiſe if pour Oe haue agreat codde : anda Co to 
haue abig nauell,fozthat is a god ſigne G<&ſhouldbe woll 
fallowed: pe mult take hee de alſo where pee bug ane leans 

cattell oz fat, and ot whom, t where they were bꝛed: faz if vt 
bup from a better ground then pee haue your ſelfe, thoſe cat - 
tell will not ſo well like with vou : ye ſhall alſo looke if there 
be no manner of ſickneſſe among thoſe cat telt in the quar- 
ter 02 pariſh where pe intend to buy. Foz if there be either 
murren oz long ſaugh,. oz other infected diſeaſe, it is great 
teopardie buying any beaſt comming from thence : Foz one 
beat will ſone take ſickneſſe at another, which ſicknefſe 
will perhaps continue ten oz twelue peares, 02 mozs, ere it 

will appeare on him. Ik any beaſt chanceto be ſicke , pi 

fall auoya him ſone from the reſt of his company. Theſe 

and ſuch like rules the buyer ought alwaics to haue reſpec: 

bnto, and take godheve thereof,.

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Againſt the murren or plague among Cattell, 


S foz the morren oz plague among cattell, there bee 
{ Ameanesenough (ſayth hee) that can helpe the ſame, 
being taken betimes. Which diſeaſe commeth of an infe- 
c&ion-of the blond, 2 it appeareth commonly firſt in the head, 
foz then his head will ſwell, and his eyes ware great, and 
they will runne of water. And when hee doth once froth at 
the mouth, he is then paſt remedy, and ſhoztly after he will 
die, and pet when they are thus ſicke they will eate. The 
remedies are: pee ſhall flea the beaff, that is ſo dead, and 
burie him in a d&pe pit andconer him well with earth, that 
no dogs can come to the carrion. Foz ſo many beaſts as do 
ſmell thereof are like to be infectd with the ſame diſeaſe,and 
fozthwith ye ſhall haue the skin ſtraight to the Tanner, car⸗ 
ry it not home, ſoʒ feare of moze perill maꝝ fal therof. There 
is a common vſe, and done of a great charity, which is, they 
will put the beaſts skin on a pole, and then ſet it in a hedge 
faſt bound to a ſkake by the highway ſide, that every man 
riding by, may perceiue thereby where the fickneſſe of catell 
is, and allo in what Townetfhip : and they hold an opinion 
tt will therebyceaſe the rather, which J doe ſcarcely bel@ne. 
But a beaſt hauing the murren, being flayed,it will appeare 
betwene the flefh and the skin, koꝛ it will be as though it 
were fal of frothy bubbles like bliſters, ſome blackiſh.ſome 
blew, and tome yellow, which will commonly bee in a fat 
beat, an inch thicke and mo2e deepe in the fleſh. 

There haue bene ſome beaſts that haue died ofthe mur- 
ren, (as J haue bene credibly told) he that flaies him died 
ſone after, and he that went with it to the tanner, and the 
bo2ſe that carried it, and the tanner that tanned it, all theſe 
dyed ſoone thereupon , which was thought it was by the 
infection of the ſtinking skinne, but being true, it was a 
maruelloas infection. Wherefo2eit is thonght god of ſome 
toburie them whole, fo; feare of a further inconuenience: 
i 36 this 
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this is thought good of ſome, to take a ſmall coꝛd and binde 
it hard about his necke: then on the farther ſide ye ſhall 
tele a great vaine, and with a launcet pe ſhall ttrike there⸗ 
on and let him bleede a pint oz moe, and ſo likewiſe on the 
otherſide of his necke. Then take away the cozd and it will 
ſodapnely ſtanch, but if the ſigne be there, he is in moze dan- 
ger of bleeding ill. It he ſo doe, yee ſhall clap tob2uiſed 
nettles and ſalt, o2 wild tanſep bzniſed and lapd tw: and 
ſome therefoze do-gine them dzinkes. Thus muſt pon ſerue 
all your cattell that ate in feded, oz: being together in one 
paſtare : ſo doing, ve ſhall anoyd the greater danger in this 
diſeaſe. Foz the murren, it is taken by penomed graſſe, by. 
company, and popſoned water, and by hunger. 


Thercaring of Calues for increaſe, 


T hall be good ſoz hnsbandmen to reare yearly ſo manp 

calues as they can tonuenientiy keepeto maintaine their 
ſtocke,and chiefly thoſe calues that do fall between Candle? 
maſſe and Pay, foz in that (ſeaſon their milke map beſt bee 
ſpared, and by that time there will bee ſafficient graſſe to 
weane them, and in winter following they will bee ſtrong. 
enouhg to ſaue themſelues among other cattell , hauing 
now and then ſome ſmall helpes, and alſo the Dammes by 
June ſhall be the readier agains to take the bull, 4.tob2zing 
other calues in the time afozeſayd: and if a cow tarrytill af- 
ter May ere ſhe calue, the calfe will be to weake in the win⸗ 
ter following, and thedamme will not bee ſo readie to take 
Bul againe, but thereby oft times goe barren. Alſotoreare- 
acalfe after Pichaelmas, e to keepe the dam at hard meat, 
as they doe in ſome countries, it would be to coſtiy all the 
Winter: and a Cow abzoad will giue moze milke witha- 
Httle graſſe, then much fodver lying in the cloſe hauſe, oz fed 
with hay and raw remaining in the Rall: foz the zy and

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hard meate doth diminiſh moze milke a great deale then 
graſſe. ds ſoʒ thoſe husbands that haue but ſmall paſture a 


none at all, muſt doe as they max: and in my 8 4 
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karre better fo; them to ſell their calnes,then fo reaxe chem, 
whereby they map laue the milke to a moze p3ofit fo; the 
kepingof his honſe, and the cow then will the rather goe 
to the bullagaine. 

Alſo if the husband doe go with an Oxe plough, it ſhall be 
then mtete to reare two Dre calues, and two cow calues 
yerely, to holde bp his ſtocke if he can ſo doe, andit will bee 
the moze pzofit: alſo it is better to weane calues at graſſe 
then at hard meate, if they were at grafle befoze : and thoſe 
that can haue ſenerall paſtures ſoʒ their Kine t calues ſhall 
doe well, and reare with lefſe colt then others, The wea- 
ning calues with hay and water will make them hane great 
bellies, becauſe they ſtirre not ſo well therewith as with 
grafle, e they will the rather rot when they come tograſſe. 
And againe in winter they would be put in houſes, rather 
then to remaine abzoad, & to giue them haꝝ but on nights, 
and to paſture them in the daytime. And thus being vſed, 
they ſhallbe much bet ter to handle when they ſhall be Kine 
02 Dren toſerae to any other pur poſe. 


The loſſe of calfe, lambe, or fole, which is the leaſt loſſe. 


E ſhal vnderſtand, the leaſt hurt foz the husbandman is 
bis com to caſt hir calfe,then his ewe to caſt her lambe, 
a mare her colt, .becanſe the calfe will ſuck ſo much milke 
as he is woꝛth, befoze he ſhall be able ts be killed. And of the 
ewes milke, there commeth no p2ofit but the lambe, pet in 
ſome countries they weane theirlambs,emilke theirewes, 
which is a hindzance foz them to take the Ram in due ſea- 
ſon.But thereby oft times goeth many ewes barren becauſe 
they are bzonght ſo low with milking. Alſo if the mare caſt 


ber fole, that is thzice ſo great a loſſe as the other two, fo: 


if that fole come of a god bzeed, which is a moſt neceſſary 
thing fo2 enery man to p2onide feʒ himſeife,, and as mach 
charge wil a bad mare coft in kepingas a god mare, t with 
godkeping the fole will be in ſhozt time ready to ſell foꝛ ſo

mach money as thelambe and calfeis wozth, 
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What Cattellis moſt meete to goe in one 
Paſture together. 


E ſhall vuderftand, it is not ſo god nog ſo pꝛoſitable, to 
haus cattell allof one ſozt in a paſture together, as to 
haue all Oxen, oz all hozſes in a paſture together , noʒ yet 
ſhepe alone, except thep paſture on high grounds, foz 
will not ferd enen, but ouer⸗run, and leaue many tnlts of 
gralle here and there vntouched in diners places of the pa- 
ſture: except it bee greatly layd with cattell. Therefoze ve 
ſhall perceine that hozſes will agri well with other cattell 
in one paſture together, fozthereis ſome graſſs that ho:ſes 
will eate, and beaſts will not, and lightly a hozſe will couet 
to ftede after other cattell. Alſo a hozſe loues to feed on low . 
grounds, as plaſhes and hollow places. But hozfes ſhepe 
will not ſo well agre together, except it bee fas the G@ps 
to to de on the vpper grounds: foz a ſheepe will tde on a 
bare paſture, and eate the ſwete@ graſſe, andſo willa - 
hoz(elikewiſe, but hee muſt haue it longer. Pet (as ſame - 
doe ſay,) a hozſe will eate as nigh the ground as the ſbepe, 
but hee cannot therewith fi his belly ſo ſone: To one hun- 
dꝛeth af caftell in a paſture, ye may haue fwentyhozſes, if 
it be a low ground. But il there bee plenty of grafſe, then 
re may put therein an hundzethſhepe moe: and ſo like- - 
wile to the rate of thegovneſſe of the paſture; moze 02 lefls 
incattell, and after this oꝛder you may tate pour paſtures - 
euen with cattell, and leaus but few tuſts of graſte vneatey. . 
Aiſo if it be a high ground, xe may then put in moꝛe ſheæps, 
and leſſe of other cattell. Foz many Kine and d2aught - 
Dren, wil eate a ground much bearer then the fatting oxen - 
oz Kine. And pe mayalſogine a milch Cow, as well ta 
much meate as to little: oz t much meate will make her 
ſone fat ; and then ſhee will the rather take the Bull: and 
thre being fat will giae leſſerx milke then a teane Cow: faz 
the katneſſe ſtoppeth the pozes of theraines which ſhould 
conaey the milke vatothe doderna :: Wherefoze a meane - 
paſture is alwaies beſt to kepe yourmilchKine in, and 


ta 
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to haue them in a good memne eſtate,neither to fat noz to 
leane. Alſo, if a Cow be fat when the ſhall calne, ſhe is in 
moꝛe danger then being le ane, and the calfe (cher being fat) 
Wall be the leſfe offtature. As foz yotit dzaught Dren, ee 
cannot gie them too much meate, except it be the aftrr 
graſſeof alow mowed ÞPeddow- Foz that will cauſe them 
fo hane the gyzie; and then hee may not ſo well away with 
labour. Likewiſeif there bedery much grafleina Cloſe, 
thecattell will fed the wozle thereof, to; better is agood 
ſwet bit from the earth, then a large andde&pe graſſe. Foz 
whereas it is ſo long.the beaſts will bite off the tops there- 
of, and no moze, fozthat is the ſweteſf. And the other 
graſſe ſhall remaine Rillon the ground and ſo rotte, fozno 
beaft will eate thereof, but hozſes onely in winter. Foz 
they will ferde on foggy graſfſe and ſuch like. Alſo pee ſhall 
vnderſtand that Yo2ſes and Cattell may not well be ford 
dered in Winter all together, but put apart, fo2 the beaſts 
withtheirhoznes will goareboth ho;ſos andſhepe. Uher- 
foze it is the moꝛe daunger ſo to f&de them together: it is 
beſt thereſoze to make ſtanding rackes and cratches, and 
to taſt their meate thorein. Which ſtaues ought to bee ſet 
ſomewhat nigh togecher, fo2 pulling and ſpopiiug their 
fodder to much at once bnder their f&te, It were rather 
better to change their places enery dap, where p& f&ve 
them, which ſhonld make them to gather vp moꝛe cleane, 
and not fozto trample ſo much vnder their fate. Thus 
much as concerning the paſturing of Cattell togetheh in 
1 and alſo the foddering of them together in

02 poſtes, foz feare of their hoznes, the one Dre to hurt the 
other, an ve ſhall faſtintheat viito the poſſes with a bow 
withe, made ſhackie-wife, fliving aboue and beneath his 
necke.onthe famdard, ſa that the one ſide of the necke ſhall 
be alwaties cloſe vnto the ſaid ſtandard oz poſt. By which 
ander of tying ſo, they hall not at any time bow their 
beads ſo well folickethem. Foz in licking than(as is ſayd) 
it doth hinder their feeding in the fatting. And alſo if pee 
tre them as Plow Oren bee, with a ſole anda withe, 
which is made like a yoke-bow, which would be to long a 
fie from the ſtandard, and they will then both lickethem- 
ſelues, and ſtrike each other with theirhoznes : therefoze 
the other way of hard ling and tying is beſt. Dome make a 
light cradle ot wood, t put it about their neckes, which will 
kepe theit heads from turning backe to licke themſelues, 
in any part of their bodies, but it is not ſo eafſe to lie downe. 
Other doe all to ſmeare them with their owns dung, =

then talk aſhes thereon, which wil ſane them kram licking. 
And alſo fo2 the cleanfing and farming of them, they do vſe 
moꝛning and enening to ſhouell dswne their dung, and to 
ſ& from time to time that they be cleane kept : foz that is 
a furtherance to their fatting e liking. And as foz the litte⸗ 
ring ok them, they doe not litter at all, but let them lye on 
fay2e day plankes, and in their owne dung. Pet ſome are 
of this opinion, that to litter them ſome what vnder the foze- 
part of their bodies, ſhall not be hurtfull vato them : and 
further, their kepermuſt from time to time lake vnto them 
and marke if they doe eate and d2inke as they ſhould doe: 
foz ſometimes there will grow diſeaſes amongſt them in 
their monthes, as the Barbes , andſuchlike , which will 
much hinder their feeding , and ſo pay2e, if they benobloked 
bnto in time, and haue helpe. 

Some doe ble alſoto make hoales behind them, and ſet 
therein earthen pots enen with the ground, to k&pe their 
piſſe in, and ſo couer them with (mall boozds oz plankes, 
with which pille they doe vile to waſh the bodies of thoſe 
Apple tries which are giuen to be wozme-eaten, oz canker⸗ 
eaten, foz theyſay, that will ſave them. They alſo vſe to 
caſt the ſaid piſſe among their rots in their Garden: foz that 
will alſo kill, oz cauſe the wozmes to voyd , and ſane the 
roots from being eaten. Thus much foz the oꝛdering and 
katting of the Dren in the fall. 

Pee ſhall take roots of great edge, which Sedge bea- 
reth long leaues with white treakes therein, much like fs 
a white and grenelace, and groweth in ſome Gardens like 
fo aquitch graſſe, and the roots are much like to aquitch 
grade, but they are moze greater then they, and will runne 
in the ground like the Quitch, called Garum in Latine, and 
it is thought to bee a kind thereof. Take a handfull of the 
ſaydroots, bzuiſe them, andboyle them in a quart ot good 
Ale, then ſtrapne it, ſo giue it luke warme cher oz foure 
moznings, and they ſhall amend. But let them not tate 
noz dzinke the ſpace of two oz tha houres after.

Thereis alſo a common ſapingamong husbandmen, that 
if any beaſt be mouſe trope, that is, when ſhe runneth ouer 
the backe of any bealt, he ſhall ſuddainely ware lame; and 
commonly in the hinder parts, ſo that bee ſhall not be able 
to tile noꝛ goe, noz dꝛaw his legges after him. Mherein 1 
haue heard ns remedy, but theſe: one is, ve ſhalltzaue him 
to u bziar growing at both the ends, and dꝛaw that beaſt 
vnder it thꝛough, and ſo he willreconet:: ſome doe beate 
him witht he ſapd bꝛis r. Alſo among hus bandmen this is 
counted: moſt chiefe and often appꝛoued. That is toſay, 
vee ſhalloften toſſe and turne the lame beaſt, and turne 
vim oner and ouer, now onthe one ſide, and then of another, 
. vp and downe; which (as they ſay) it is a pzeſent

Anather : Some doe teach to boze a hole in any free; elme, 
oꝛ other, and put therein a line ſhzone-monſe, and pin it 
cloſe and let day thertin.

It 
is ſuppoſed they doe increaſe by wet and ponerty,and ſome 
thinke it doth increaſe of ſome venomed humoz, oꝛ by ſome 
pꝛicke oz bzuiſe, 02 ſuch like. It᷑ is not grienous to the beaft 
butvuſemely. The remedies are, they halpe the running

A L thoſe which have a defire fo2 fo bzrede Colts and 
Þozce, they muſt firſt make pʒouiſion foz the good go- 
nerenment therof,and to haue large paſtares,and to be mea- 
ſured in there meate,as well as other tattell:foʒ a hezſe doth 
aſke a greater veligence to be meated and kept in the ſtable, 
moze then other cattell. There are thꝛe (ozts of hoꝛſes, the 
firſt are to be nouriſhed young, which are noble 4 excellent, 
foz the field and Tournep. The ſecond is fo cariage of 
burthens, as moyles and packhozſe , which are bꝛought and 
ſold foz that purpoſe, accozding to their goodneſſe. The 
third is, another ſoꝛt of hozſes and mares of eaſte pʒices, 
common foz moſt men, the which is of ameanerand ſmaller 
ſcature, and foz the common ſozt are moſt neceſſary to tra- 
nell with, and alſo are better to fed and bzing vp foz to till 
the earth, which muſt haue alſo kepers continually to ſ& 
vnto them in fields + paſtures, as well as in wods oꝛ other 
grounds, and tokepe them from dangerous places ofmires 
and bogs and whereas they may haue ſoft graſſe eſwete, 
as well as tobe ranke, high and great. They doe ſuffer the 
Hozſes fo be with the mares in paſtures oz other groundes. 
and paſſe not when they doe couer the mares, not fo2 theſe 
{o;fs of hozſes, but fo pour large and great mares, thep 
ought to be conered about Apꝛill o2 Pay, and ſome doe co⸗ 
uer in mid March, fo the end the Pares may foale about 
the ſame time they were couered having ready at the ſeme 
time the tender grafſe and hearbe to fede on; eto haue the 
hot and faire ſeaſon bnto harueſt, fo2 about the end of 12. 
moneths after ſhe foaleth: and therefoze ye muſt with god

Coantiics, the mares be of ſa great heate,anddeſireſa to 
bee couered, that although they haue not the hoꝛſe, neuer⸗ 
theleſle, in thinking and deli ing ſo much the hozſe, they 
burne ſo within themſelues, that in thinking thereof they 
become with foale. Like as the Birds ot honſes, as Cocks 
| to lay egges, and Hennes to lap eggs without the Cocke :

They turning on the mountaines high, 

all right againſt the winde, 
(Saith my Author Zephirus,) 

in their hot burning minde, 
They fo became with foale, 

without hauing the Horſe.

They running in all parts fiercely; 
through ragged rocks and ſtones,

Whereas the winde is boy ſtrous cold, 
with ſhades oft times oppreſt. 
Which bealts with piercing ayre 
oft times are turnd and toſt 
VVhereas ſmall heate of Sun doth come, 
are puniſht with the Froſt. 
VVhich cauſeththeir hot nature 
more milder for to be. 
In Countries cold alſothey are, 
as ye may dayly ſee. 

Alſo, it is molt true, inthe high Mountaines of Spayne, 
which lyeth toward the Occident ſeas, many Jenets and 
young Mares haue colts without the conering of the hozſe, 
which colts they do nouriſh e bzing vp, and pet they are bn- 
pꝛofitable, foz within 3. yeares, when they ſhould be at per- 
fect growth, they dye. But as touching the couer ing of 
Mares, the meeteſt time is about the moneth ol arch oz 
Apꝛill: then let the young Pares bee ſatisũed of their nas 
turall deſires, and the reſt of the yeare keepe the Mopſe 
from them: and ſo ſeperate the great italions apart it ſhall 
be beff, becauſe they ſhall not touer when they would: but 
to kepe them to couer when the belt time is: and ſo it ſhall 
be better, ſo that ye haue paſfure foʒ them, and let them b& 
karre from the Pares, oz elſe kepe them till in the Sta⸗ 
ble vntill the time ol couering your Mares: againſt which 
time they ought to be well nouriſhed, end fed with Barley 
t dꝛred Peaſe, to make them the moze luſtier. Foz, where⸗ 
as a hozſe is weak in couering, ſo much weaker ſal the colt 
be in growing gmight.

Let hernot 
runne, oz trauile ſoze, noz ſuffer any great cold, noz yet 
kee pe her in any ſtrait oʒ narrow place, oz cloſe ſhut vp, that 
one hurt not anothers belly. Foz all theſe afozeſapd doe oft 
times make them bzing fozth dead colts. Alſo the ſnuffe of 
a candle holden at her nole, will make her caſt her colt, o 
when ſher longes, not togine her her deſire.Aiſo,iithe Parg 
foalein trauailing, oʒ haue a dead colt, ve hall ſtampe Poly- 
lipodium rotes, oz oke ferne, and mixe it with warme was 
ter, and cine it her with a hoꝛne. But if ſher haue foaled wel. 
and the colt laire, touch not the colt with your hands, foz by 
touching it neuer ſo little (being yet but tender ) ye max ſon 
hutrt it Pe muſt alſo hane a care to ſe it lapd warme, to 
oꝛder the dam ſo, as ſhe map haue ſpace enough about her; 
fo; the tender colt map ſon be hurt by the dam, if ſhe Chauld 
chance to lye on it. Do by little e little pee map bꝛing it as 


bꝛoad with the mare: and take b&de that dung hurt not his 


bofes: when hee is of moꝛe ſtrength, ye may then let him 
keede continuallp with the dam, becauſe (hee (hall not haue 
anger to ſe her colt, foz commonly a mare will become ſicke 
fo: lone of her colt, ifſhe& ſ it not. G d and luſtx mares da 
bꝛing colts pcerelp, and the great and faire mares ought : 
not to haue colts but from two pere to two yeres, to —

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end (by long ſacking) the colts may ware and grow moze 
fronger, and thereby they will bee the better to tranell, 
when any ſhall be put to ſerne in the field. a 
And the Stallion muſt not be ponger then thꝛer pe ares 
when he coneretha Mare, and lo he may centinue vntill xx. 
yeares well: and the Mare may beare well at two yeares, 
ſo that when ſhe is of thꝛer verres . ſhe ſhall nouriſh well her 
colt, but after ſhe is ten y&res,ſhe is not ſo good:fo2com- 
monly an old Mares colt will bee he auie in labour, weake, 
and ſone weary. At vou will, he ſha!l bing a male colt, oz 
a female: fo2 the Pale, when the Yozſe doth couer ber, ye 
muſt bind backe witha cozd, oz pull backe his left fone : 
and foz the Female, bind backe the right tone of the hozſe- 
And thus ye may doe vnto all other kind of cattell. 7 
After the colt is foaled,incontincnt you may iudge what 
he will be: if he be well foald,then tragable e of fot, mo- 
uing at the noyſe ol any thing, fuilof play, e [wift; haning 
a ſhozt rump,moze pꝛoper then the other are of his age. At 
he will leape out of a hoale without recopling backe. If hee 
will by the way paſſe boldly ouer bꝛidges and riuers. Alſo, 
theſe are the ſignes in a good colt, hauing alſo the beauty & 
god diſpoſition of the body, as to haue a leane (mall head, 
blacke eyes, wide noſtrils, ſhozt eares « ſtraight, the chine 
of his backe large and ſoft, e not long, his mane thicke,han- 
ging on the right ſive,alargebzeft, and open, with ſtrong 
muſtles t ſinewes, his ſhoulders large g; right, with round 
fides,his backebone even, his belly gant, his tones and cod 
cloſe t (mall, his rapnes large deſcending, his kntes round 
and ſmallnot turning inward,his legs right g ſtraight, his 
buttocks round, his thighes thicke q frong, his taple long⸗ 
with big crampled hapꝛe, his ho fes hard e high, ſmoth and 
round, & his foze-top aboue bery \mall, q all his body big, 
high e ſtraight, and well inlifting bis fete, faire to ſe in 


length e round, acco2ding to his body. And to be pleaſant £ 


ſonechaft, and ſudden gentle, and meeke againe : foz theſe 
colts offnch nature do ſone obey the man, + will patiently 
endure labour and trauell. It a colt when he is foalv ds — 
ca 
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caff his milt, bus bandmen ſay he will not liue long, but die 
ſaddainely in few pres, 4 ſome colts will caſt two milts, 
no hoꝛſe that lines xii. yeres hath any mtlt within. Aiſa foz 
the taming oꝛ bꝛeaking of a hoꝛſe colt, when hee is of two 
pte res, he may well be famed andbzoken foz the ble of the 
houſe, but fo2 the field oz iournep he muT be of the peres 
old, + then after foure he map be made take tranell, 4 loke 
alſo from time to time how the markes do changein his bo- 
dy. The age of a hoꝛſe is knowne by his hofes,4 taile, and 
bars in the ruffe of his mouth, but chiefly by his terth, ſoꝛ a 
hozſe of 2.p&res olde a halle will caſt his two fo2meſt teeth 
aboue + alſo vnder,q whe he is 4.yeeres old, the te th which 
we call dogs teeth fall, x ſo commeth other and befoze the 
ſixt peare the great tth, oz chewing tethaboage do fall, & 
on the ſapd peare, the firſt teeth that fell are teturned whole 
againe, e on the ſeauenth vtere, al are filled vp againe with⸗ 
out haning any hollowneſſe in the teeth, and from the (s- 
uenth a man may not well know his age, yet aboue tenne 
vers his temples wil begin to he hollow, croked, withe- 
red: therefoze ſome doe take vp thegkin to hide the ſame, 
and being old, his bzows will ware long e gray hayzed, and 
his teeth grow long and black. Alſo, when pour hozſes are 
in health, and pet ware leane, pte ſhall fat them ſone with 
d2yed wheate oꝛ barly,but you muſk giue this like a maſh in 
wine oz ale, and by litle and litle, to make them haue con- 
tinuall appitite, mixt therewith the bzan of barly, bntill ye 
ſhall actuſtomethem to eate beanes and pure barley. 

Allo ye mult each day chafe his body, as ye do to ſome © 
men, in rubbing them bp and downe with a cloath, and of: b 
ten ſo touered and rabbed,doth pzofit them much, and alſo 
to be led and tubbed with ones hand on the backe, is better 
then to giue them much meate,foz rubbing voth p2ofit,p2e- 
ſerue and keepe both ſtrength of body and legges: fo2 fault 
ol rubbing,many ſozeneſſes do grow on the legges of hozſes 
in franell, And this J will caunſell vou, if one leade his 
hoꝛle in a rainꝑtime ſrom his labour into the Stable, he 
mult ſee that the place be = and that their holes be not 
„ wette. 
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wette, o2 ſtand in colde wette places, fo2 that both will 
cauſe th; em being hot to founder, oz to haue an ague, if the 
Stable be not well plancked with oke, oz if the earth be not 
tleanſed, and layd cleane ſtraw thereon: foz hozſes oft times 
being hot, they catch diſeaſes,in being weary and ſtanding 
on the cold ground, ſpectally when they are not ſtrong, then 
ſ&moze vnto them: foz when they ſweate, to gine them 
meate 02 vzinke doth hurt them, but when they are told, xe 
| may then without danger giue them meat oz daink, but al⸗ 
| Prinke or ter his dzinke ſkirce him a little, and he ſhall doe the better, 
meate, and then pe may gine him pzonendec oz other meate : and 
; when they hane reſted long, they chaffe them ſundenlp, 
which is not good: and foz pour weary beaſts, pou mult let 
them reft, and put of ſallet ople into their thꝛoates with a 
hoꝛne, oz freſh greaſe with wine: and againſt cold you muſt 
gine them thinges to bomite, and rub their heades g ridge 
bones with wine oz ffrong ale, oz greaſe melted a warme 
rabbed thereon. Af yonr hozſe cannot piſſe, nine him ople 
mixt with wine, chafehimthe in flankes, 4 on the reynes, 
[ It thatſerue not, put oz gine him garlicke with ale: alſo 
8 they ſap, to bzniſe garlicke and rab his yard, is god againſt 
let of vaine. A pecemade ot hon e ſalt put into his yard, 
| oz line fiyes, 02 a little frankincenſe, oz ſquirt the tupce of 
Beton into his pard, oz gine him warme water, oz waſh 
| dis yard with warme vinegar : All theſe are god remedies 
ö 


when he cannot tale, when his vzine burneth in the inner 
; part of the bladder, 0z ohen he hath a hot water. 
Alſo, when a hozſe hath paine in his head, you may know 
it by his dzopping of his bꝛine, and in falling andflagging 
of dis eares, his necke c head heauie, hanging downward, 
Paine in the And then xon mutt let him blob — ne 6 
head, and ſquirt into his nofkrils warme water, i that day g 
him no meat: on d mozrow faſting,ye ſhall gine him warm 
water, and then ſome graſſe, and litter him will with olde 
bay, os ſoft ftraw,atnight againe giue him warme water, 
and ſoms Barley mixt with two pound of fetches, « ſo by 
\ittle and little let him come to his ovine Caving} Alſo, 
aga 
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againſt paine of — oz grinding teeth, you ſhell 
fume them with hot vinegar, & ſome doe hold it to the teeth 
with a cloath on a ticks end,eſo rub them therewith. This 
is good alſo when there is any inflamation 02 ſwelling in 
them. Alfo,ifhis ſhoulder be hurt, a that he haue loſt blod, 
then ſhall ve open the veine in the middle, betwirt his two 
fozelegges, «+ rub his ſhoulders with þ ſaidblod mixt with 
the fine powder ol frankincenſe : but let not to much blod 
foz weakninghim, and lay on the place his owne dung, 
and bind it faſf withſomething, eve hall on the next day 
againe vzawſome moze bled in the ſame place, and vſe it 
as befo2e,and then gine him no bariep, but a little hay, and 
on the third day vnto the ſixt, ye ſhall gine him in the mo2- 
ning ſire ounces of the iupte of lexkes, mixt withapound of 
ſallet ople, and after the ſixt day, then walke him a little, 
andleade him fozth to ſome place to make him ſwim. Then 
nouriſh him well after foz a time, and he ſhalldoe well. 
If your hozſe be troubled with choler, his belly wilſwel 
and wil be hot, noz he cannot then vent beneath, then yee 
muſt rake him with pour hand, e cleanſe the naturall con- 
duits which are ſtopt, take fozth his dung, e yeeſhal gine 
him ſauin, ſcaueſaker e ſalt boyld : mixt together, in put⸗ 
ting to a little hony,eminifterit in at his tnel like a gliſter 
oz ſuppoſitozy,which will mone and purge fozth al the cho- 
ler. Some doe beate thz& ounces of mirhe,with tote pintes 
of wine, e giue it with a hozne, and doechafe andrub his 
tuell with tar and old greaſs. Others waſh hisbelly with 
ſalt water ofthe ſea,oz water and falt. As foz other purga- 
tions, they doe commonly giue in powders, e pilles, 
mult be giuen with good diſcretion, accoꝛding to each diſ⸗ 
eaſe, his medicine. Mhich ve ſhall vnderſtand moze there- 
of at large in M. Blundinels Boke of hozſes, how and 
when to purge them, therefoze J here paſſe it oner. / 
Againſt the bots oꝛ woꝛmes in the guts, when the hozte 
is troubled there with the ſignes are: he wil oft wallow ans 
lye downe foꝛ payne, e rife ſuddainely againe. Mlo,he wil 
bow his head towatds a - oz belly; ( Kampe ws 
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fete, t friske with his ta ple often: the next remedy is, put 
pour hand into his tuell, and dzaw fozth his dung and waſh 
bis belly with ſea water, oz ſtrong ſalted water, and caſt 
into his thꝛoate thze ounces of the roots of Capers, beaten 
with halte ſo much vinegar, and that will kill all warmes 
and bots. Some take hot embers, and put in it running 
water, then ſtrayne it, +gine it warme with a hozne, and 
walke him after haife an houre; and tye him bp with the 
bzidle: and others take fenegreke and bayes,lico2as,q tur- 
mericke,of sach a halfe peniwozth, of anniſe ſe des a peni⸗ 
wozth, with a quantitp of bʒimſtone in powder, 4 beate all 
theſe (mall together, put them in a quart of ale, and giue 
it faſting, warme, and walke and vſe him as befoze,ekeps 
him warme althat day after: 02 a pint of milk with a ſpon- 
fultofſope. Some giue ſauin chopt among pꝛouender, oꝛ a 
rye ſheale, oʒ the fine pouder of bʒzimſtone in warme milk : 
ſom other de let them bled faſting in the role of his moth, 
and that is the beſt fo2 a mare that is with foale, g to let her 
blod often, 4 to glue her a little pꝛauender alter: ſoꝛ if pee 
ſhonld gine her Cronger thinges, it were dangerous foz 
the colt, except it were ſtrong and nigh her time: 4 ſome do 
giue them mans dung hot, c annoynts the bꝛidle therewith, 
and chafes him thereon: malmſey alſo is god faſting : foz 
the cough newly taken, they take lentile,peaſe,cleane made 
dzied g beate:to-powder,andput thereof into warme water, 
and ſo giue a pint. Uſehim thus tha dapes and giue him 
graſſe and tender bzanches of hearbs. Foz anoldcongh, 
they heale with bi. ounces of the iupce oflakes, mixt wich 
a pound of oply oliue, 4ſo giue it with a hozne, 4 giue him 
graſte to eate after, and to annoynt his griefe with vinegar 
t oile mixttogether.Ifit helpe not, then chafe him ſomtims 
with a ſal niter alli mixt together with a fether, of each a 
like, with ſome vinegar. If their be puſhes 0; bliſters on his 
body xe ſhall frote them ſo hard in the ſan that they bleede: 
they mixe of the rot ef Juie with ſo much bꝛimſtone, of tar 
and and allum, pnt all together, ę thcrewith heale it. Foz the 
tough lame ſap, take a hedgehog, ( caſt him into an onen, «- 
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dzy him to powder, and alwales mixt of that potoder 
with his pzouender, which wil helpe at length any Congh. 
Oz take a handfull of Bore leaues, ſmall chopt , and 
mire it with a pecke of ground Þault, aud ſeeth it in 
a gallon oꝛ two of faire Mater, andletthe Yozſe dzinke 
thereof luke warme, and gine him white water fo2 two 
o2 thzre dapes after, 02a handfull of groundſellſmall ſhed, 
with the powder ol Kiquoꝛ ice, and Anniſeedes, of each a 
quantity,andſo gine it him warme in a quart of Ale: and 
then ride him loftly after, and k&epe him warme foz two oz 
th:& dayes after. 

To heale allſozts 02 other chafings on hozſes in any part 
of his body, they doe ble to waſh them with warme water, 
and then to rub and chafe them with creace and ſalf melted 
together, ſo long til the matter be ripe e iſſue out:ſuch ſozes 
oft times doe kill hozſes,ifthere be not (in the beginning) 
fome remedy found. Dome doe annoynt them with Dyle of 
Cedar, 02 Lentiles, oꝛ with nettle ſ&des mixt with ſallet 
ole, 02 the oyle of a Whale, oz the dzopping of ſalt tunny, 
and chiefly the greace ot a ſeale fiſh.3But if the ſoʒes be old. 
pe muſt haue ſtronger thinges,as to boyloof betone hearb, 
and bꝛimſtone powder,ozellebozy, of pitch, with as much 
old greace,+ with this they doe heale all old ſozes, in raiſing 
them firft with a ſharp yzon, e them to waſh them with pills, 
and ſo to anoynt. And ſometimes, if it be fetered, to cut it 
to the quicke, and then to dzawit with medicines, as ſhall 
be made with Tarre and Dyle, and ſuch line, which will 
cleanſe and fill againethe place: and when the hayze ſhall 
be full againe,and cloaſed fall with hayze, then it ſhall be 
good to chafe the place with ſote of a caldzon,e butter. And 
to heale a nauell gall,o2 ſoʒe backe, fake ſwteof a chimney, 
and yeſt mirt together, and platter it therewith which wil 
heale without an other thing, in ſhiftingit'wee a dax. Noz 
rifing of the skinne, oz rating thereof, take two great 
Dnions.andboyle them in water, with hounds tongue 
hearbe, then being hot, take apoandofSalt , and mire it 
with trong Viniget; = - — 
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then mire altogethr, and rubbe the plate there with and pee 
hall (& the experience. And foz pis backe that is chopt and 
ſwolne, pee ſhall ſirſt waſh him with pifſe hot, then annoint 
him with freſh butter, s lay thereon a little hay, wet in cold 
water, and ſv clap vont ſaddle thereon, 4 let him re ſt ſo all 
that night, oz anoynt it with butter, then put on the wet 
hap, and pour ſaddle. Some clap theſe to hot hozſe dung, and 
then the ſaddle, but take the grounds of Ale oz Bere, and 
boyle it well with Mallowes, eclap it hot: but if the skin 
be thzough chaft, ſo that it doth water and is very moiſt, ye 
ſhall haue ready in a bagge, filled with the powder of bꝛier 
leaues finely beaten, ans put a littie of that thereon, and it 
will dap it vp by the mozning, e wilt heale it alſo, without 
other thing. Alſo, foz foze eyes, which maybe healed with 
the meale of wile tares,cald Oꝛeb. And the creniſes x chops 
on the eyes are healed with faſting ſpittle eq a little ſalt, oz 
the powder of sdzp bone, and mixed with burned ſalt, oz 
theſ@des of wilde Parſneps, in powder, and put in a cloth, 
and bio m it in his exes: e all the griefes of the eyes are hea⸗ 
led, by mixing the iupte ol plantaine with honied water, oz 
if yee haue not that, take Pony 4 Time mirt together. Al- 
fo, foz a ſozeeve, take ſtrong nettles, ſlampe them and 
ſtraine them with b&re, e ſquirt thereof into his epe twice 
92 thꝛite; then blow ina litle powder of Sandiuer, ę let him 
take no cald ot᷑ his eye til it be whole. Af pou muſt nee ds ride 
him after, it were god to kæpe a cloth befoze his eye to des 
fend the wing. and it were god to let him bloud vnder the 
eye, and then dꝛeſſe him once oz twice, e it ſhall ſuffice. oʒ 
blond in the eyes, take the white of an egge, and clap it to, 
82 the iuyce of @elandine to anopnt,e it is god againſtany 
ſeroake: andalſo it is god to make a toſt of bꝛead, and dip 
it wtth white Mine, and clap it to his eve, and vſe it often, 
oz to let blond under his baawes : to kæpe the flies from 
his exe o2 other ſoze, ve ſhall melt tarre and ole, oz tarre 
and hogs-greaſe together, and ſtrike thereof all about. 

faometimes a hob will caſt blond at his noſe, which doth 


weaken him much, and is gotten by ſoute ſtrains, 03 wy 
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line, they anch it by blowing in at their noſtrils the inpce 
of Coziander, 92 bʒuile the leaues ot Pernincle, and put 
thereof in his month, and let him chew it in his tath, and 
that will ſtanch bleeding at the noſe. 

Sometimes a ho2ſe will loſe his taſt, which commeth of 
ſozrow. The remedy is: Take foure ounces of the ſedes of 
Nigil Romana, beate with ſire onnces of Dyle Dline,mixt 
with a pint of Mine, and make him to ſwallow it downe. 
The diſpoſition of vomit : They vſe to take it away in 
making them often to (wallow a beaten head of Gatlicke, 
with th2& parts of Mine. 

Againſt Apoſtumes oz Peſtilent ſozes, it chall be god to 
pierce him with a hot Jron, rather then with a cold, then 
plaiſter it with heating medicines. 

Alſo,there is a Peſtilence, which cauſeth Mares ſudden- 
ly to waxe leane, and ſo pine awax · It any ſuch doe happen, 
pee ſhall put in their noſtrils foure pints of fiſh bꝛine, called 
Garume. Af the griefe bee great, they take ſire times ſo 
much, and this will make them to purge, and caſt out all 
flegme at their noſtrils. 

Sometimes ares will be in rage, but not often, which 
is to bee noted, how that ſometimes they happen to bee in a 
hot rage: this is, when they ſ their image inthe water, 
they are ſuddenly taken withlone, in ſomnch, that then 
they fo2get to dzinke oz eate,andin ſo burning, doe become 
dy. The ſignes are, then ſh& runneth ouer the Paſtures 
as ſhet were chaft o: beaten, and loking oft about her, as 
though ſhe deſired ſomething. 

They vſe to heale this follp, in leaving her to the wafer 
againe: foz when ſhd& ſhall ſe her ſelfe in the water as ſh& 
did befo2e, ſhe doch ſaddenly fo2get her firſt image that char 
ſaw. Aud this is often among ares. Thus will A here 
leane a little of them, and ſpeake ſomewhatof Poyles, and 
their natures. 

Who ſo hath a deſire to nourich Ales and Poples, thep 
ought diligently to ſearch «jy ona and beſt ales, 
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and likewiſe the fe males to beare colts: fo2 if they be not 
bath wellviſpoſed, thoſe which ſhall come ol them ſhall no- 
thing pꝛeuaile. Ye muſt therefoze chooſe the Pate under 
tenne pres, and large and faire, and well membzed, to 
abide trauell:and let her beare eaſie burthens, fo2 hurting 
the ſ&de within her belly, and not to be onely beaatifull of 
body, but goodalſo ofſpirit and ſtomacke: and when the 
lerde is long ere it take life within her body, og bee long 
ete ſher foale, ſcarcely about the end of thut ne moneths, 
it is a token of ſome let. Notwithſtanding, the Pople colt 
taketh moze after the Aſſe that begat him, cather then alter 
the life and nature ofhis dam, and yet ye ſhall not finde it 
true in all Mares, no mozethen it is pꝛoper in all hozſes : 
Foz ſometimes experience doth deceine a mans iudgement 
in h m whichhecholeth. Foz often times ©taiiongof their 
owne nature and race are marvellous in conditions and 
fozme. And whereas the Parts are but ſmall and faire, 
commonly they bzing moze ales then females. Nenerthe- 
tefſe the tolts doe tncreaſe oz diminiſhaſter,o2 accoꝛ ding to 
their dammes. Some ſtalions are ill to ſie to, and yet ſhall 
beget colts of great pzice, And ſome doe yeld a wozthi- 
neſſe vnto the fruit, moꝛe thenotherſome. But they are 
mo}e colder, and not ſo hot of defire, and are not ioyne d in 
tone but verp hardly with the Marte. And theſe ſozt of 
Sfalions muff hane Mares of the like nature: foz the like 
nature is moze familiar to conceine then others. Pet tho 
Alle neuer begets an Aſſe, noz the Mople neuer begets 
Moples: and fo; this cauſe thep doe often ſuffer the Stali- 
ons to mount on the Mares to put them in the moze heat, 
to take them ſuddenly away againe: which ſhall make the 
Pozſe to be mozeeager ofthe Mare, which befoze he little 
paſtof: andthisis to bee notedby the way, thoſe which 
haus their kidneyes hot, are alwayes moze deſirous then 
thoſe which haue their ſtones and kidneys cold, which is 
as well in man as in beaſt. 

There is another ſozt ot Stalions which are in . 
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in their fiery heat, which are ſo dinelliſh and froward, that 
thereby they are ſoone marred if they bee not wiſely ga- 
nerned andhandled, And often they bzeake their halters 
and co2ds by knawing and biting them aſunder, andleaps > 
on Pares with foale , oft biting them be the necke and 
backe. 

Now to coꝛrea ſuch, ye muſt put them into a hozfe mill, ot ſtalio 
and there make him ſure, and ble him a little to labour = 
gently, and ſo ye ſhall make him to leaue his fur iouſneſſe. 

So when he hath left it, yet thereupon let him not be ſaf- 

fered to couer vntill he be in ſufficient heate thereunto. Foz 

this is of greater impoztaunce, that the ſpirit of theſe. 

beaſtes are naturally heanie and l@pie, but by moderate 
exerciſes they will be the moze linelier to trauell, and then 
pe map let them cauer, that by the ſecret eſticacie of hidden 
nature, their fruit may bee the moze pleaſanter. Alſo a 
$Poyle doth not engender with a ſh& Ae 02 Pare, bat a 
ſhe Ade with a hozſe,oz a wild he Ae with a Mare. Cer⸗ 
taine Anhozs which J will not hide, as Marcus Verro, 
and befoze him Democritus, and Mago, haue ſapd, that in 
Affricke, there is no maruell, oz yet a monſtrons thing 
to ſes their Poples to beare, no moge then the Mares in 
this Country. The moſt faire and largeſt cattle among all 
Moyles are thoſe which be begotten of Aſſes, and may well 
bee compared vnto thoſe which are gotten of wilde Alles: 
If it were not that they are ſo traubleſome, wilde, and hard 
— — and rule, liks vnto their Spze, there wers none 

Wherefoze thoſe Stal ions that ſhall came of that race, 
ſhall bee better, and ſo from time to time to alter Foz if 
pe conet a Pare with a hoꝛſe that was begatten of a wilde 
Ae, oz tame, theꝝ ſhall kepe their big ueſſe and largeneſſe 
like their Bre, with the like ſtrength and age vnto their 
firſt race. And thoſe which are gotten betwixt a hozſe and 
an Aſte, ſhall beate the name of their dammes , as they ſay 
hozſe Moyles, foz they will reſ@nble and bee like vnto 
their Dammes. Therefozs it is better to haus * 
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ef an Aﬀe ſtalion, which by experience comes of a god and 
fairer race then otherwiſe. Ye mult be chofen great of body 
with aſtrong necke, his ſideslong and large, with an open 
and a large bꝛeaſt, and full of ſinewes, his thighes fleſhy, his 
legs well truſt, and blacke of colour oz ſpotted. The Aſſes 
are commonly ofa mouſe-dun coloured haire. But that is 
not a pleaſant haire foz a moyle: therefoze in generall it is 
good to take good hede thereof, that pe bee not deceined by 
pour epe, fo2 euen like as wee ſhall ſee the fleece of a lambe, 
which commeth of a ram with a ſpotted tongue, ſolikewiſe 
the. Ale hath haire of divers coloures in his bzowes g cares: 
and thereby often they make the Boples of diners colours, 
therefoze when pet haue diligently conſidered of pour ſta⸗ 
lion, pet neuertheles pe may be decemed, fo: beſides theſe 
fozeſaydmarkes, ſometimes they haue moyles by other co- 
loured hozſes which they know not, and pet the ſame may 
be as well ef&medas other: which comes of no other canſe 
but from their firſt dammes and generation, which by mix ⸗ 
ing with others hath been almoſt deſtroyed, and pet by the 
ſ&de of thehozſe is renewedagaine to his firft eſtate. And 


the alle which 1 doe wzite of, as ſone as ſhee hath foald, it 


onght to ken away from her, and p2iuilp to bee ſet to 
the Pare hath a colt, ſa that ſhe know not thereof : 
which mult bee done in thenight, and ſet in a darke place. 
But fir take awaythe Mares colt, and put to the other: 
but in ten dayes ſh& will not let it ſucke, therefoʒe ve muſt 
helpe in the meane time, the one as well as the other, as 
ve (hall ſ& cauſe. Oz elſe take the bꝛine ofmilke of the one, 
and rubbe the coltes therewith contrarie ,and at length 
they will loue and vſe them fo2 their owne. And this 


— young ſtalion colt ſo nouriſhed of the mare, ſhall take alone 
TIO vnto mareshereafter. And though oft times they be nouri⸗ 


ſhed with their Dams milke, vet being but young, and ha- 
uing the bſaall company among mares daplp, he will there- 
by the better loue them, and ſo will hee ſerue well pour 
mares but let him not couer them befoꝛe he be th2c& peares 
old. And at ſuch connenient times as gralſe map = 
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| him well, and fometime with ſheanes of barley, ſometimes 
of god maſhes,todzinke of barley and wheate, oꝛ of wheat 
ſod, oʒ beiley ſod, and let him not firſt couer a young tender 
mare which hath neuer beene couered befoze, Foz in the 
mounting on her, ſoet will often ſtrike him with her fete, 
and thereby he will take it ſcoznefully, which ſhall make 
him to caſt acontinuall hate ta all other herafter,and ther 
fo;e they put ſome other vnto the pong mare to put her in 
a heate,and not touer her but with him. And when pe ſhall 
ſ& her deſirous to ſtand, then take him away,and put to the 
young ſtalion and let him coner her. Alſo it ſhall be god to 
haue a place made with boards deſcending downeward,be- 
foze, that ſhe may the better take hozſe, and not flye aſide, 
oz turne from the hazſe when hee conereth her. Dome doe 
manacle her fozefcte to the hinder on bath ſives. And by 
this deſcnding place alow Ade oz hozſe may. couet her, the 
| better, and the mozeeaſie. Aad after being thus couered 
with an Alle, oz other Yozſe, then in the veare aſter that 
| the hath foaled, youſhallnot by and by coner her againe 
with another , but in that peare let her nonriſh her foale, 
| which Foale all. be the bettet hereafter to doe any pur 
poſe : therefo2elet her not be ſo coverepagaineſoſmie,and 
when that colt is a yeare old, take him from his damm and 
put the mares in ſuch paſtures as you ſhallthinke good, in 
wods, oz in mountaines, to harden her hofes, whereby 

hee may the better trauell hereafter. And alwaies P& 
Moyles are better to beare the pack-ſadlethen ſh moyles, 
ret ſhe Meyles are mozegaickandnimble, s ndmotmet 
to bzing colts: alſo they ate bath god fo travell, with the 
barthen, e alſo to labour the earth, if it were not that thele 
Rinde of Cattell axe ſomewhat to high fo2 that-purpoſe.

ther ewith they will tranell thirty myles a day. Foz both 
bozſe and Moyles are beaſts of a great ſtrength, it they had 
vnderſtanding, no man ſhould be able to rule them: and al⸗ 
fo theyſay,a hozſe oʒ amople hath no bzaing, but iny place 
thereof, he hath as it were a bladder fild with wind, and no 
bzaines therein, oz other thing, but like a white water. 
Thus J leaue off Yozſes and Poyles, and heere J will 
ſpeakeof the oꝛdering of hozſein tranell. 


How the Husbandman, or Carter ſhould 
order his Horſe in trauell by the 
way, or otherwiſe. 


O ſhew ſome lohnt the duty ol Carters, which Carters 
mult alſo haue patience in moderate vſing of their hoꝛ⸗ 
(es,and at all other times he onght to beate alone alwaies 
to hiscattell, ſo that his cattle may laue him, notfearing 
them too much: let him neuer vle to beate them with the 
ſocke of his whip, but whip them with the laſh, and vſe 
them to theſound thereof, and yet not often fozdulling of 
Chenin trauel vie them ſometimes with fierce woꝛds moꝛe 
then with liripes. Pour loytring hozſes touch befoze the 
other, and the fre hozſe touch him leaft of all, but at a great 
ned. Allo a free hozſe ought to be haltred ſhoꝛt, oz elſe hes 
— — —ñ ä— rags 
belame,bzokewwinded oz blind. And vſe all the other at 
times when ye ſhallſ& cauſe : Auvlet them not in trauel by 
the way dzaw oz labour ſo much as they may : touch not a 
hole witha whip aner his back foz feare of his eyes, and 
alla he that is behinphin:. but touch on the legs of the nere 
de, and ſo vs hall ano vd Hanger thereof, ne) to d2zaw too 
much, toꝛ thereby ye may ſone dull and tyꝛe them, ſpecially 
ina young hozſe: and aſter ti auell, truſſe them vp to the tuel 
tas taking told. Ye mult alſo euery mozning vie ta tub and

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mer the like if they be honſed, oz if they bee atgraſſe alſo : 
and water them not, but at that accuſtomed houres, and 
after they haue ioutneped in ſummer, waſh often their fet 
with cold water, e ik you tan ſometimes with wine, o2 ale 
and butter, which will ſupple and ſtrengthen their une wes; 
o2 to bath them with the les of wine, which will likewiſe 
ſupple and ſtrengthen them, and afterrub their legs with 
butter,02 nerve oyle,oz neats ſot ople: ifthey be ſhod,you 


ſhall bind to their hoefes,dung mixt with mens vaine:and if Horſe ſeet oo 
their feet be hot and hane the gont, ye& ſhall then wach theichoofes. 


mouthes with vinegar and ſalt mixt together, and toz that 
time giue them no hay noz other fozage, as ſtraw oz dates, 
oz pet oklitter, but well cleanſed, no2 let them beſhod till 
thep be wel. Allo the carter maſt (& dayly that his harneſſe 


bee iuſt and miete fo2 enerphozſe acco2dingto his (ature, The horſe, 


Cart, and har 
that he may therein labour the eaſter. And alſo thoſe harnef? — 5 wk ; 


ſes muſt bee well loked to from timeto time; eall thinges 
betonging thereunto, as halters,bzidles,headſtales,collers, 
bawnes,traces,pipes,wanties,packſaddles, packwanties, 
and belly wanttes,with tacke, . oz hotle pin, tyed to euerp 
hatwne with ſkring, to be the readier at need, each of tte 
bellte wanties ta haue a croſſe pin. oꝛ ferrill of wod, to bee 
alway ready to faſten © loſe, and to haue althinges whole 
and ſound, uot tobe bꝛoken oꝛ faulty againſt any time df oc- 
cupping, and to be well hanged vpon hakes cleane tom the 
ground, that hoꝛles treas not thereon, oz that dogs knam 
no part thereof, and eaery hoꝛſe harneſſe placed by himſelfe 
ready to har neſſe at all times. Alſo the carter ought to haue 
Skill how to mend his harneſſe, to ſtitch and ſow it when 
any part oꝛ parcell thereofdecayeth ? and to haue his packe 
ſaddle thꝛerd, whit · leather al waies trendy, oz other great 
thꝛead where with to pꝛepare to helpe the ſame againe, 4 to 
haue alwaies with him his nawie,and pannell needle. The 
carter ought alſo to haue knowledge in ching bis hozle; 
that when an ſhwe ſhal loſe b the way in trauell he ought 
to haus hammer and naples tv ody to faſten it on againe fo 
laſing, oz to ſet on ſame othei he ought to haue alwates- 


ry, 
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ſhoes and nayles with him, foz by that meanes hee map 
ſane his hozſeoften-times from danger of ſarbat,graueling 
oz pzicking with ſome naple, o2cut with ſome ſtone, e ſuch 
like : fo2 to haue experience in ſhoing is a thing ſone lear- 
ned, there is ſmall danger, but in pꝛicking oz clowing with 
a nayle, oz fo dzinenigh ozin the quicke, whereupon a- 
mong all skilfull Smithes this pꝛouerbe is ſapd, which is. 
befoze, behind, and behinde befoze : which meaning is, the 
molt dangerous nayles to dꝛiue in the fozeftet are the two 
hindermoſt nayles: and in the hindermoſt fet, the two foz⸗ 
moſt naples,the reſt are not ſo dangerous, ſo that pee dzine 
them enen. It your ſhoes bee made hollow oz riſing in the 
midit, and not lat to the fot, it will bee much better foz the 
hozſe, to clenſe and voyd grauell. Foz otherwiſe thou tanſt 
not clenſe them ſo well, and they will the ſoner bee grane- 
led, therefoze ſ& to haue ſhoes alwaies ready, againſt any 
ſuch time ol ned. 


Preparing the Likewiſe alſo when thou doeſt take any iourney with thy 


Cart. 


bozſe and cart, thou muſt likewiſe ſc& that al thinges belon⸗ 
ging to the cart be ſubſtantiall and ſtrong: as thy wheles, 
and cart body ſtrong and ture to beare a burthen, and the 
axeltre likewiſe. Alſo f& the rathſtaues e ſtruts be whole 
andſound x wel furniſhed, with ſtaues of good ſtrong holly 
hagel, oꝛ aſh, and to haue them ready d2yed, if any want oz 
bꝛenke, and all the ſhamble ſtaues to be made of good dzp x 
tough aſh, which are to beare a burthen from the thiller : 
and thy cart ladder to be made of good dzpath al ſo, £ ſurely 
ſet therunto. And let pou axeltr be ſo made, that they 
may lll cloſe the nathes of the wh&les,fo2 when they gog⸗ 
ale oz ſhake, they goe vneaſie, x hindzeth nigh the dzaught 
ol an hozſe,and that alſo is bneafte fo2 the Fil-hozſe. And 
ſ& that pour axel trie be well clouted and nayled cloſe there 
on, that the naples teare not the nathes ol the wheeles. And 
ſe alſo in like manner the axeltr& pins be ſure e ſtrong, foʒ 
if che axel trie goe not cloſe, thex are tommonty in danger of 
bowing oꝛ bꝛeaking: and let pour nathes and arel tree bee 
well greaſed with freſh greaſe and ſope, oz * = 
| ogether, 
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together, fo2 that will ke pe the nathes long cole, and to 
goe moꝛe eaſier: Which greaſs you muſt alwaies haue 
with you when you tranell by the wax, to occupy when vir 
ſhall ſe cauſe, and alſo to haue ready ropes endes 02 other 
ſmal coꝛds, that when any thing doth bzeak oz cleaue aſun⸗ 
der, by and by to mend and pece it againe. Thus aduiſedly 
trauelling on the way, haue an eye to the foze-ho:ſe in lanes 
ſpecially, e ſtre tes fo2 feate of Childzen and beaſts; but if 
thon ſtay,let thy hozſe ſtay alſo, take heede of the foze-hozſe 
in theſe places. Loke well to the body hozſe,and in routs, 
holes,and dangerous wates,bealwaies nigh vato the thil- 
ler, with thy hand nigh his head: whereby thou mayeſt 
the better rule him vpon aſuddaine, and alwaies looke to 
the going of the whe&le., In thus doing thou ſhalt kepe thy. 
Cart alwaies vpꝛight from ouerthzowing: and when thou 
goeſt downe a hill, dꝛagge the Cart behind, and vp a hill, 
- weigh the Cart-befoze. And thus doing, in conſideringal 
waies and places, poſtes and gates, thou ſhalt auopd oft- 
times the dangers thereof. Which otherwiſe thou mapeſt 
happen oft there with to be troubled, 


Allo the Carter aught ta ſ well to his þozſe in trauel / g. Ion cht 


ling, foa the hozſe is a beaſt of tout courage, and he loneth 
man, and he is delighted with a whiſtle, mum, oz in bels, 
which bels doe not hang ſo well at the hozſe eare, as at his 
patrell, oꝛ on the backe wantie;foz the bels hanging ſonigh 
his eares, he tannot ſo ſam heare his dziuer. Aud the tarter 
mult likewiſe be carefull at all times to fd vnto his hozſe, 
that if any doe halt oz complayne by any moanes, tu ſe by + 
by vnto him, and ſearch where the payne reſteth, and to re⸗ 
medy it in time, with ſuch thinges as hee chall thinke good 
Somtime to lap on their owne dung on their paſtoznes, as 
afoze is mentioned: he muſt alſo be well aduiſed when the 
bofeig newly hurt and chafed, to make him haue a ſound 
hole againe; and in taking cold (after his labour) oz when 
be bath the congh, then he muſt couer 6 k&pe him warme, 
and giue him maſhes: oz if hee bee mo founded by tra- 
nell in rainy weather, oz at ather like times, pee ſhall =

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the rotes of Mexandet ſos in wine onto his fete, make 
him to eat Fenigre&ke oz Anniſtedes among his pzouender. 
But ifthen he be of ful age, it were then beſt to change him, 
The carter muſt alſo vnderſtand what love one hozſe bea- 
reth to another (fo2 ſome will not agree together) and ac- 
cozding therunto place them inthe Cable, The which ſtable 
ought to be made cleane enery mozning,fo2 a hoꝛſe loues to 
berleane kept, t at night to be refreſhed with ſome cleane 
litter; and the hozſe keper ought to lcepe in the ſtable, to be 
ready if any hozſe bzeake loſe in the night,+ fight with his 
fellowe. The ke&per ought alſo to lokeaduiſedly t warily 
vato his candle, e to place it in the ſtable out of all danger: 
and nightly to hang vp his harneſſe foz feare of dogges oz 
ratts, oʒ other danger of hurting with hozſe : and to place 
them as afoze is mentioned, + to haue them ready ag ainſt 
the mozning, when he ſhould go fozth to labour with them, 
that heflacke not the time in ſeeking his hardnedle in parts 
And when any ho2ſe is ſick oꝛ ſeeme heaup then to fozbeare 
and not labour him foz that time, foz ſeare leaſt he ware 
Wwozſe: Foz in ſickneſſe a hozſe is a very tender beaſt, and 
heaup fo any labour: therefoze whenſoeuer ye haue lobou⸗ 
redthem,walke them after foz taking cold, till they bee in 
god temper : then truſſe them with ſtraw (as afoze ſaid) 
foz takingcold,foz thereby b2&ds many diſeaſes in a hozſe, 
which diſeaſes and remedies ſhall here follow. 

Here I will turne « ſpeake ſomwhat of remedies againſt 
ſozeneſſs that comes oft times to hozſes, F02 a moyle oz 
hozſe that hath the feuer, pe ſhall giue him to dꝛinke rue oz 
colewozts,but when he dꝛaweth his breath ſhozt, and doth 
often ſigh withall, then they vſe to let him blod on the neck 
veine, and then take a pint of wine, with halfe an ounce 
of ſallet ople, 4 mixe therewith ſome frankincenfe, e with 
a third part ot the inpce of mugwoꝛt gine it: and if they

The hofe-bound oz mate-long,is when a hozſe is pinched 
oz bound in the vpper part of the hoofe,it will make the ſkin Hoof bound, 
to ſtare aboue the hole, and to grow oner the ſame.

paine the hoofe ſo, that he cannot well ſuffer. fo treade full 
on the ground, and will be hot - it commeth by ſtanding 
dzy in the fable, 4 by ſtraight ſhoing oz heat.

king the oꝛdered times, and vnſteadfaſtnes of dayes, in 
ſuch ſozt continuing, that the ancient @hepheards became 
people of great knowledge, as witnefſeth Hierogliphi- 
ques : and therefoze all husbands ought to haue a great 
care in choſing of good Shepheards. 
 Shepe(aswel as other) ought to be the firſt cattell to be 
loked vnto, if ye marke the great pzofit that commeth by 
them: faʒ by theſe cattel we are chiefly defended from cold, 
in ſeruing many waies in couerings fozonr bodies. They 
do not onely nouriſh the people of the villages, but alſo foz 
to ſexue the table with many ſozts of delicate and pleaſant 
meates. In ſome countries their milke doth ſerne in ſtead 
offurmentie,of which are the people of Stithia, called No- 
mades: and alſo the Grekes do name them Galactapotes, 
that is toſay,dzinkers of mitke- 4 fozaſmuch as theſe cat- 
tell are tender e delicate, as Celſus affirmeth, therfoze god 
hte d muſt be taken vnto them fog ſicunes, yet they areconv 
monly in health, except at ſome times they are ſubiect to 
murren, ſcab. 02 peffilence, inchanging of grounds: there- 
foze they muſt be choſen agre&able to the nature ot the place 
where they ſhall rema ine, the which is a rule inte te to bee 
obſerued and kept, not onely in thoſe cattell, but alſo in all 
other cattell of hugbandzy;whereof Virgill ſaytht 
All grounds for all thinges are not good, 
Nor meet for all beaſts to get their O0. KIT 
Foz the fatte champaine and paſtrue fieldes are good to 
nouriſh great ſhe&ps in, -foz leane ſh&epeand hoggrets, clo- 
ſes. And ſh&pe well fleſht, they ſhalldoe well in Foꝛreſts 
and Pountaines,dzp places, and plainecommous: and all 
ſeuered cloſes are good · commodious fo nouriſh all tender 
cher pe, and to make them battell, and is ta lat well. There 
is à great reſpect to be had vnto tha differences ol nature, 
not onely in the ſozts and bꝛeed of ſheeye, bat: alſo of their 
colours and chœſing of them; foz experience doth „ 
the 


. 
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the ſherpe of Mileſia in Athens begreat, very faire, g well 
eſteemed: lo, thoſe (heepe of Galabria, and of the Appoli- 
cans, and thoſe of Tarent, and now theſein France bemwze 
eſteemed and pzapſed,andeſpecially the ſheepe of Torcello, 
and next thoſe ol the leane champians, as beſide Parma, 
and Medena in Italy. 

Alo the white colour inſheepe is very good and pzofita- 
dle, as we vſc here moſt in England: oz ot this colour a 
man make take any other, and the white wil keepe alſo his 
colour long. The blacke g the bzowne be alſo well pzai- 
ſed, which be wuchvſed in Italie at Polencia, 4 alſo in high 
Spayneat Corube. The yellow ſheepe be in Aſia the which 
they call red Saſerned ſheepe : truly the vile theteol we haue 
had already by diuers and manx experientes of thoſe kinde 
of cheepe. Foz in Affrica, where they are bzought (from the 
townd called G:diranc,,andthereabout) are wild 1105 of 
arange and matue llous colours, with manꝝ other kind 
beaſts, which are olt times bzought vato the peo 1270 
make paſtimes.

and it is better to let the Lambes cemaine in the hanſe, 
then to goe with their dammes a-field.And god to let your 
belt paſture remaine foz your Ewes nigh pour ſhe&pe how 
ſes. The @hepheard alſo ſhall often cleanſe the foddering 
places of his ſh@pe , and reſerue it to litter his Kine and 
Hozſe, and ſo fo kepe their houſes cleane, whereby their 
health may he the better pzeſerned, and ſo in any wiſe they 
be not hurt no2 annoyed with filthy moyſture, foz they are 
tender and nice, and doe lone cleane places. Y muſt alſo 
ſte that they haue god ſtoze of meate, fo2 hunger in them 
bz&deth the murren. A ſmall ſtocke well nourtſhed,encrea- 
ſeth much moze p2ofit vnta their Maiſter, then others with 
twiſe ſo great a ſtocke enduring hunger.

ought to haue good knowledge and experience of medicines 
foz theſe cattell,and to helpe them that haue nede thereof, 
and to take ont the Lambe wholy together ont of the ma- 
trix: foz when he lyeth croſle, hee muſt not be taken ont; 
but if ye ſ& ſhe cannot well be delinered, ye muſt helpe the 
Ewe, and take and it cut in peeces, and ſo take it. fozth 
without hurting the birth of the Cwe :: The which the 
Grekes doe tall, an vnperfect medicine. Then after, when 
the Lambe is taken fozth aline, pee ſhall raiſe her and ſet 
her on her feete, and alſo the lambe, and then let them ap⸗ 
pꝛoach bnto the teates of the Ewe, and open his mouth, 
and pzeſſe, and make the milke come tozth, that he may bee 
accuſtomed thereunto. But befoze pee doe this, pee ſhall 
dzaw the Ewe a little, which the Yeard men doe call 
firoking.:- Chis is the groſe and thicke milke, the whibh is 
the firſt milke alter the lambing : fozifye doe not dzaw a 
little thereof,it will ſomewhat annoy the lambe. Then let 
him (it hee be weake) bee ſhut vppe with his dam, the two 
fir dapes after that hes is lambed, to the end hee may 
be kept warme, and ta know the teate and his Dam, vn⸗ 
till that he begin to leape and ware moze ſtronger, and to 
put him in ſome warme cloaſe place, then afted foꝛ to put 
him with other lambes, becauſe in being alone, hee will 
ware leane by two much leaping and playing in his youth 
Alſo, yon muſt adniſedly put the young lambes by them⸗ 
ſelnes, and not with the ſtrongeſt, foz teare in leaping and 
fumblingto hurt them : and when they arebigge, yee map 
well ſuffer the lambes to goe a field with their dammes vy- 
till night: And when they ſhall ware moze ſtronger, then 
gine them graſſe in their houſes, with the hearbe Mellilot, 
alſo of fine hay oz bꝛanne: if barley be good cheape, ye may. 
giue pour lambes ofthe meale, and of fettches : and when 
that they ſhall ware pet moze ſtronger, yemay in the mids 
dle of the day remoue them with their dammes into other 
paſtures and grounds, and alwaies ſee that pour lambes 
hzeake not fozth of your paſtures into other gzounds , foz 
then they will alwates be ſeeking fo; to haue freſb paſture. 


Although. 
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Althongh J haneſpoken ofcertaine paſtures, nenertheles 
vet J will here ſay a little that J haue omitted, the 


which is, the beſt and moſt frankeft graſſe is that which Paſture 
groweth amongſt errable grounds and fureowes , rather Sou 


then meddowes which are wet and moiſt, and the graſle in 
marſhes aud moiſt fozreſts is not god fo ſherpe, noꝛ ſo 
god paſture foz the feeding of them. And by long vſe and 
continuace theſe cattell will ware weary e noyſome theres 
of ik their k&per doe not remedy it in giuing thoſe ſheepe 
of ſalt with their meate, which ſhall ſane them, and make 
them to haue an appetite. And in dummer itſhall bee good 
to haue them vnder ſhado wie places oz tries in wods, to 
the end, that by their reſting they ſhall haue the better ap- 
petite when they returne vnto their paſture againe, and 
they may then dzinke , whereby to feede the better : and 
alſo to auoid theirſurfets. In Winter pte muſt ging them 


hay and fares in their racks to nouriſh them wtthall.They Peine. 


doe alſo f&d them with Elme leaues, and of Ache leaues, 
and ſuch like, which is gathered in ſeaſons conuenient, and 
in Autumne foz to fd them with hay of the latter ſeas 
ſon, foz that is moe tender and moze pleaſant fo2 them 
to eate then other which is dzper, oz that which is the firlt 
ripe. The graſſe oz hearbecalled $Þilliot is ſpeciall gos 
foz them at all times, and likewiſe foz all other cattell. 
They ble alſo to haue Fetches foz them, which is very 
god, and to give them of Barley ſtraw ſmallꝝ beaten, and 
choꝛt, which is in winter very god foz them when they can 
haue no other meat. Likewiſe of Peaſe-holme, is god fog 
them if they bee kept neere townes o2 billages : and when 
the time is to dzine them to paſture , oz to leade them to 
dꝛinke in the hot dummer. as ned requireth. J will not 
be ol other opinion, but that which Virgill hath wzitten, 
the which is this,

And ve muſt obſerue Aſtrum, which is the ſtar of heat 
in Summer, when the Canicular daies doe beginne, to the 
end, that befoze the middeſt of the day. ſhepheards ought ta 
conduct and dzine their hape towards the weſt, r after the 
midday is paſt, towards the Eaſt,fo2 it is a thing ot great 
impoztance to haue the head of the ſh&pe to fede againſt 
the Sunne, which often annoyeththaſecattell when the 
raves of the Bunns beginne to ſhew on the ground. And 
} Alſo in Winter x Opzing time, ve ougyt foꝛ to ke pe them 
cloſe, till the day haue taken the gelly oz netty time from 


the 
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the earth, fo2 in the time the gelly is on the graſſe, which 
both ingender (as ſome ſay) the ſcab and a foame at their 
mouths, and diſtillations from theb2aine, with heauineſſe 
of the head, and a loſencſſe af the belley. Wherfoze in cold 
and moiſt times, pe nted not obſerue it but once a day. 


Moꝛeouer the ſhepheard which doth keepe them, ought 4 Sherbeard

to be wiſe in gouerning them with gentlenes, as it is com- 
manded to all k&epers oł cattell whatſoeuer they be, which 
ought to ſhew themſelues conductoꝛs and guiders of cat 
tell, and not as maiſters, and to make them goe, oz fo call 
them: they onght either to cry oʒ to whiſtle, and after to 
ſhew them the ſheep-hoke, but to thzow nothing at them, 
fo2 that doth feare them:noz yet to ſtrap far off from them, 
no2 to ſit ozlye downe. Af hee doe not goe, hee onght to 
ſtand, and to ſit very ſeldome: Foz the office of a ſhepheard 
is as a high watchman foz his cattell, to the end that the 
low ſhepe doe not lip from the other. And on the plaines 
and medowes,when they make no haſt, then he may ſtay. 
But in hard and emptie paſture, the light and yong ſherpe 
will out⸗goe the other, and therefozehe ought to haue an 
eye alwaies amongſt his ſhepe:o2 if any complaine by any 
other meanes, to ſ& them in continent remedied, and hee 
mult ſe alſo in their paſturing, that they range not to faſt 
ouerthe grounds, fo2 the light and pong ſhe&pe doe ont go 
the other, and ſtray a bꝛoad in cozners, whereby they be in 
danger the moze to be conueyed away, ozloſt byſome other 
meanes, 92 by killing with dogges oz ſuch like, theſe rules 
are common withall cattell- Therefoze he that will ſeeme 
to thʒiue by them, hee muſt ſ& to them warily and wiſely 
from time to time.

of your flock;foz thoſe beingof a ſtrange kind, they will als 
wapes ſtand gazing about, and will rather ſ&ke to fly then 
feed, oz elſeloke on others.

Foz all beaſt of wall are moze delicate and 
dainty then others, theretoze they ought to haue the lefſe 
negligence with theirkeeper oz maiſter,foz they axe ofleſſe 
coneting then other cattell, and pet they cannot abide the 
heate in Summer,no? the cold ig winter. Theſe caitell ara 
ſeldom nouriſhed abzoad without great danger, but in hon⸗ 
ſes and cloſed paſtures, and are gluttons and greenp, that it 
his meat by ſome occaſion be tak 1 away of others, therby 
ſometime he will be ſicke. Therefoze yee ought to gine to 
enery ſheepe which ſhall be ſufficient of meat in their racks * 
foz them in Winter, and to giue them in their fronghs of 
barley and beanes ground together, and alſo dzyed peaſe oz 
akozne round, and ginen with bzan, and dzy Elm leaues 
o2 othe' \fozeſaid,oz of thꝛe leaned grriſe greene 03 dzy, 
of the hearve Milliot, oz the hay of the latter ſeaſon, a ſuch 
like. Alſo there is but (mall pꝛoũt in ſelling the lambs being 
pong, andleſſe pzofite in their milke, and they do kill thoſs 
which they canot wel nouriſh, within a while after they be 
lambed,and thoſe ws which haue loſt their lambs, they 
make them to gine others ſucke, fo2 they make a lambe 
ſucke two Ewes, and pet cannot dzaw from her milke, be 
cauſe her own lambe hath dzawne moze ofner,x with mo2s 
ffrength and to that lambe that Chee hath, pea and nature in 
her ſheweth a moze lone: but to the other, Chee is but as a 
narſe toa child, and leſſe giuen to nouriſh it then her owne. 
Wherefoze pe muſt obſerue and ſee to them all the time be⸗ 
ing yong,and to be ſuckled of their dammes v other Ewes 
alſo. In this kind of cattell it were better to nouriſh and 
weane moꝛe ot males then females. And although by tut⸗ 
ting and gelding of them by buskilfull perſons, many dog 
periſh and die thereon, foz the females commonly are of a 
moꝛe rudder woll (as ſome doe ſay.) And againe befoze the 
male lambs be ready toconer the Ewes they are gelded, 
and when they are paſt two pres they are killed, and their 
ſkinns are moze dearer ſold then any other, fo2 the beaufy 
of their woll. In Greece they vie to paſture their ſheepe 
whereas there is no buſhes oz bziars, foz feare (as 2 
ay

ſapd) that their woll ſhould not be to2ne off their bodies: 

in platne fields a man neede not to beſo carefull. But heare 

me thinks, if A ſhouldſ& my ſh&p come with tozne fl&ces, 

A may aske my chepheard where they haue biene, in ſap- 

poking their ill gouernement, amangſt buſhes and thoznes : 

therefoze he muct bs carefull when they be in the field, foz 

all the day, ſome goe not with them. And againe, in the 

houle he ought to haue a moze greater care-inclenſing of 

them, oz any other occaſion not fo be fozeſlowed,in oft ope- 

ning their woll, whereas-any place ſemes loſe by ſcrat- 

ches oz other waies : and then to tarre it. Some doe waſh 

the place with oyle, ſometimes they waſh them all, ik the 

day oz time be not tw hot oz cold: and they doe bſe it ſo in q eee: 
ſome countries th times a paare: and doe often make In dect 
cleane their houſes, and take away all the moyſture of the chey neuer 
bꝛine, which is eaſle to be downe, in percing the bands oz waſh their 
plankes with an aulger, ozclenſing the panements where- Hecbf weben 
as theylie. And not onely to dati a care of their dung, but the) — 
alſo to kiepe them from beaſts, and venemons wozmes. Wooll before

Dzaſmuch as A haue carefully wziften of the diligence 

which they ought to haue fo2 the pꝛeſeruing and keping 
their beaſts in health, now J will declare how fo helpe 
them withmedicines,whichare grieued with any infirmi- 
tie 02 diſeaſs. Ho be it although J haue ſpoken already of 
the moſt part of them, J will pet heare tepeate a few medl- 
tines fo2 great cattell. oz as the body of great cattell is;ſo 
is the body of the leſſercattell, almoſt of like nature. Euen 


ſo there is aſrhall differencebetwirt their medicines, and iclear 


betwirt their diſeaſes: nenertheleſſe whatfoener they are 
I wil not h&re let paſſe oz omit. e e - 
Ik it doe chauncothat al your tattell be ſtcke, pe chall doe 
as Ahaus afoze commaunded ok great cattell ( J doe 
thinke to be a thing neceſſary, )Enen fo here, J command 

againe foza ſinguiar remedy to change xour paſhires, and 

your watering places, an fodzine your cattellintoother 


paſtares farre of.” Af that peſtilence oꝛ murren doe come Sicknefſe or 
by great heats, ye mult haue them vnto conerts, ſhades, Peſtence. 


and colde places. It᷑ it come of cold, ye miiſt haue them into 
open places againſt the Sunne. And pe malt leave them by 
little and little, not to haſtilp, to the end, by their foft go⸗ 
ing they be not griened; noꝛ yet to flo wlp, but gently in a 
meane pace:fo2 euen as they malt not be toꝛmented by fo 
much hafk, which are already weary, e annoyed with this 
diſeaſe : Euen ſoit is p;ofitable to goe meanely, neither 
too kaſt noꝛ pet to ſlow, hauing ſtill exerciſe, and not to let 
them roſt o2 lie. And when ye haue bꝛought them vnto the 
appointed plate, ye muff then part them infomany troups 
oz bands, and ſo let them ener be loked vnto: and being ſo: 
parted,theꝝ are then in moꝛe ſafety then euer they were be- 
koze ohen they were together, becauſe that the ffrength e 
the infection of the contagions and peſtilent aire is not ſo 
great in a ſmall troupe of cattell,as in great. And alſo it is 


moe 
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moze eaſle fo heale a (mall number then a great: therefoze 
ve muſt doe this which A haue commanded, to the end that 
pe dos not repent the moze when as they fall all ſicke toge- 
ther: oz if there bee any one which hath it, then doe ag 
afozeſayd. Alſo ſheepe are moze tozmented with the ſcab, 
then all other cattell, which commonly commeth as the 
Poet Virgill ſayth : 


When ſheepe are greatly beaten with raine, 

Then froſt and cold increaleth their payne, 

V Vhereby the (cab will then increaſe, 

VVhich ye may kill with carre and freſh greaſe. 

Oz when they beginne to haue the itch, ye ſhall annoynt 
them with gaoſegreaſe and tar mixt well together, with the 
tender crops'of bꝛome in Pay, ſtampe e boyle with goſe 
greaſe,and pat to your tar inlike poztion. Then make but 
two ſheads on both ſides his backe bone, x um his head to þ 
taple, e amroynt with the afozeſayd greaſe, e ve ſball need 
no moꝛe nopnting if they be vſed well after, and kept from 
ſcratches. Alſo after ye haue ſhoʒne them il ye do not reme 
dy them with the remedy e medecineafozeſayd : which is, 
to wach them with ſea oz ſait water, oz in a ſalt riuer, and 
then ſhare and rub them as afozeſaid, which is god againfk 
the ſcratches with b2yers and thoznes which wil otherwiſe 
grow to ſcabs. ©2 if thou putteſt them in a ſtable whers 
hozſes haue bern, oz lacking of meate,whereby they become 
leane, which leaneneſſe doth cauſe them to haue the itch, e 
ſcab. The whichas (one as it hath taken them, they neuer 
ceaſe to ſcratch, bite, o2 rub theitching place, either with 
his month,feete,oz hoznes: 02 to rub againſt a tree,oz other 
thing, which lice may cauſe alſo. Af thou ſeeſt any one doe 
this, then take him, and open and ſhed his woll, and ve ſhal 
ſee thereunder, the skin red, & ſtattered, oꝛ bitten with his 
mouth, therefoze it muſt be ſuddenly remedied, to the end 
that all the reſt be not infected with the ſame. Foz amongſt 
all other cattell, ſheepe are moſt therewith toꝛmenten : and 
fo2 the ſame there be many mevicines, whereof wee will 
ſpeake hereafter. Nof 
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Not that ve can oz may ble all, becauſethat enery toun- 
trey cannot haue al, bat ſuch as pte may haue, ſhall ſaf- 
ice. 


Firff, the compoſition that J have afoze expꝛeſſed, ſhal, Medicines for 
ſerue very well foz the moſt part. Alſo it pte take the lies ibe lich. 


of wine, and of Dlines, the iupce ol tarres 02 pulſe,ſod and 
mixt with as much white ellobo2y beaten, which is neeſing 
powder. Alſo the greene iuyte of hemlocke to annopnf (is 
god foꝛ to kill theitch) ifit be not in ſeede. Some doe take 
it in the ſpꝛing, and dos beate it, and then ſtraine it into a 
pot of earth. And vnto eight&ne quarters of the ſaid iuyce 
they doe put in halfe a buſſell of falt, and then doe couer 
the pot cloſſe, ſet it in ſome dunghill a whole yeare, there 
to be ſeaſoned. And when it is dzawneout, they doe take 
thereof, and warme it, and therewith to rubbe the (cabbie 
G&pe, oz anp place of their skin ſo troubled: but they doe 
rubbe the place befoze, with ſome rough thing, oz ragged 
ſtone foz to make it blade. Allo the lies of Dlines is god: 
ifit be boyled vntil the halfe be conſumed, and then to an⸗ 
noint therewith. Likewiſe oth the pille ol men, wherein 
is quenched hot burning tile ſtones: ſome doe boile it on 
the fire, vntill the firſt part beconſumed, mixing it with 
ſo much ot the inpce of green henbane, with two pounds of 
the powder ot tiles oz ſinamom, alſo of tarre, and beater 
ſalt, and ſo mingled together. Likewiſe it ſhall bee god to: 
bſe bzimſtone beafen fine, with as much tarre, in ſtirting 
it altogether ouer a (mall fire: and becauſe tarre is very 
coſtly foz pee men, they doe take a ſaine ofbzome: which 
is, pit hal take a great quantity of the croppes of bzome, 
with the leaues and bloComes, let them be chopped ſmall, 
and then ſod in etghteene gallons of running water, til it do 
warethick like a gell, then take a pound of molten ſhieps

There⸗ 
foze during the heat in Dummer, they ought to haue water 
plenty. Foz Celſus ſaith, that if the ligbts oz lungs be once 
infeced, pe ſhall give your Sh&pe of ſtrong vinegar , ſo 
much as they map beare, oz elſe of oldevzine of men luke 
warme, ech Shep ſomewhat moze then a pint, and to let 
it in his left noſtril, let downe two ounces of olde greaſe 
of a hog downe his thzoat. The wild fire(which the Bhep⸗ 
heards call the flying fire) is a ſtrange diſeaſe, and hard fo 
heale :if it reſt not in the ſürſt Shepe where it taketh, all 
the reſt are like to be infacted ſo that thereis no medicine 
92 y2on that may helpe it; fo the one hep (hall but touch 
the other, and he ſhall beinflamed therewith. They haue 
no other thing but to ktepe him warme, e to nouriſh them 
with goats milk, the which doth canſe it to be moze gentle, 
and doth mitigate the violence of the fire, and the burning 
of the whole flocke, that they die not thereof. Where Do⸗ 
lus Mendefius, Egyptian, did very well foz to ceizbate, 
which the Grekes called the Ponuments, and Bokes: 
wo2thy of memozy; the which were fafly named Democri⸗ 
tus Bokes : wherein was to remedy this diſeaſe, which: 
was, by and by as one Shep hadit they toke hin, which 
griefe comes firſt on the back of the Sheep, and incontinent

This kind 
of ſcab commeth by the negligence of the ſhepheard, when 
as thep ſuffer them to fede on graſſe conered with dew, 
which is euill, and ought not to bee permitted oz ſuffered - 
when this chanceth pe ſhall deſtroy this ſcab which is one 
the mouſell e lips, like as the flying fire which was afoze- 
named. To remedy this, take lalt andhyſope, in like quan⸗ 
tity beaten together, and therewith all to frette and chafe 
the pallate of the month,the tongue, and all other the mou; 
ſell, oz with ſelfe - heale, oz ſinke⸗fople: and walh the ſcab 
with vinegar, afterwards annoynt it with tar and hogges 
greaſe mixt together, Some mirxe a third part ok verdi⸗ 
greaſe, and two parts of old greaſe, and keepe it cole : they 
bſe this medecine following. Dome ſtampe the leaues of 
Cypres in water, and therewith doe waſh the pallat of the 
mouth and the ſozes. Some ſhepheards doe iudge this kind 
of ſcab to be a kind ot pocks, which wil as commonly be as 
wel on the bꝛiſket, as vpon his chin: x as they lay, it it got⸗ 
ten by f&eding after hogs, which haue p ſwine pocks, which 
they doe annoynt with tar, andhogs greaſe melted toge- 
ther. and ſo they reconer againe, and if it be not holpen in 
time, one ep will infec all the reſt in ſhozt time. And foz 
the common ſcab, ſome take the pouder of bzimſtone, with 
rots of Cypres mixt & beaten together, by enen quantitte, 
and mire therewith of blanched raſins ol Camphire,xwar, 
and melt it altogether, and make an ointment thereof, and 
therewith rub the ſcab altogether. Then ſhall ye& wach if 
all ouer with le and ſalt water mixt together, and then 
after waſh it with common water: but the common ſhep- 
beards do take nothing but tar mixt with ſome fine greaſe, 

There comes a ſtabbineſle alſo among lambs, being halle 


a yeare old, as toward winter, oꝛ the next fal of the leat pe C abby. 


(hal in ſome places haue al your lambs ſcabby, oz the moſt 
thereof, which cauſe is, as ſhepheards doe ſay, when the 
Kams be ſcabby that getsthem, all thoſe lambes will bee 
ſcabby at the next fall. They doe heale it by greaſing them 
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with tarre mixt with two parts of freſh greaſe oꝛ neafes- 
fote ople, oz goſe greaſe, ił pe can haue it, foz that is beſt. 
There is alſo another ſcabbineſſe, which chaunceth ſome- 


times on the mouſels of ſheepe and pong tegges, and that 
comes as ſhepheards doe ſap( whereas there is great plen⸗ 
ty of furres and gozſe ) that by the cating ofthe tops and 
flowers thereof, they pzick their lips and monſell, wherby 
come theſe ſoꝛts ot ſcab, the which they heale by nointing: 
them with frech butter. Dome take the iupte of plantaine, 
and frech greaſe bopled together, x therewith anoint them 

Ik the wall of hep after a ſcabbineſſe doe goe off, as is 
ſome places the woll will goe cleane off: to make it grow 
againe, & fil the fozeſaid place, ſome Shepheards do bſe to 
greaſe them with tar wirt with ſome other thing, as but- 
ter, oyle, goſ-greaſe. o2 freſh greaſe, foz tar alone is ſharp, 
afretter, 4 whealer,withont it be mixt with ſome of thoſe 
things afozeſayd,to make him run the better. dome vſe to 
make the wol come ſwone againe, to mixe with tar and oile 
the ſot of a cawdzons bottom, ⁊ ſo mixe with oile and alitle 
tar the powder ofa burnt daffidil rot, oz the powder of the 
water-lilly rot, oz the rot of the water-clot, which hath a 
b2oadleate on the waterz02 garden creſſe beaten with mu- 
ſtar d, laid to, e thehearb croe-fote ſtampt with oile, x laid 
to, theſe cauſe both well g haire to come again in any pild 
place. Sheep will commonly haue the congh, which comes 
from the lungs: ik it be vehement you mult giue bim in the 
moꝛning with a hoꝛne a little ot ſweetalmonds, mixt with: 
alittle white wine, xine it warme, r giue him new ſtraw 
t make him to eat of ð colt-herb growing on lands. Some 
call it hoz-hofe, 4 this tough commõlp taketh them in the 
ſpꝛing. If they chance to haue it at any other time, thẽ giue 
them fenegrek bzuiled with tummin. Alſo al theſe are god 
againſt the congh, as to take thꝛœ 02 foure leaues of male 
lows dꝛyed t bopled in milk, and giuen with a hon, which 
is excelent, oꝛ iuniper leaues ſod iu wine ſtrained e ginen. 
Allo the iuyce of the great nettle ſtampt and ſtrained with 
wine, andgiuen warme. All theſe helpe the congh, which: 
makes them leane. E | Sherp 
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Sh&p oftentimes are tronbledby a blond toward the Bloud ia ſheß 


tanicular daies, d which bloudincreaſing, canſeth ſherp to 
haue a turning giddineſſe in their heads, tumbling and 
leaping without cauſe, and if you touch their head oz fœt, 
ve ſhall finde them very hote : then ye muſt incontinent let 
tem blond on the veine (on high in the middeſt o his noſe) 
called Babina : and ſone after he will amend and doe well 
againe. Dome ſhe&epheards put a little quantity of bloud 
on their teinples, whereby they finde it very god, and loz 
theſealſo which haue a congh and are mozfounded, fo giue 
them a ſponefull of Mithzidate oz treacle in wine.

If the wozme be vnder the right hozne,then 
the ſh&p will tarne on the left ſide : if the wo2me be in the 
left home, cher wil turne on the right ſide, thus (as they do 
ſay) alwayes contrary. Therefoze when any ſhape turnes 
oʒ bowes her head on the left ſide, pe ſhall-raſe all round 
about the right hoꝛne, and then ſtrike it off, and then tarte 
it and ſher ſhall mend againe. 

Bloud on She pe, il it come at any time ofthe pere, it 
is cuill,and that Sheep that hath it is in danger to die lud⸗ 
denly : but ere he die, ve ſhal ſ& him ſtand and hang downe 
his head, c ther with ſome times quake. Then ik the Shep- 
heard canſpy it, let him take him, and rubbe all his head 
and his eates well, and bnder his eyes : then with a ſharpe 
knife cut off both his eares, 4 let him bloud bnder both his 


* eyes. If then he bled well, he is like to recover againe. But 


if h @ble&d little oz nothing, then it were beſt to kil him and 
to ſaue his fleſh. Foꝛ if he dye himſelfe (which wil be ſon 
after) his fleſh is naught, and his skin will be redder then 
others. This bloud takethmoſt commonly on Shep that. 
are ſat, and in god liking. 

There is in Shep a bladder, which will be vnder the (cul 


inthe in his head commonly behind,+ when he is troubled there- 


with, he will come heauilp d2agging behindhis fellowes. 
Then ſhall ye take and ſearch him, and whereas pe (all 
finde it moſt ſofteſt, there cut the skin a croſſe, and flea,and 
turne vp the foure cozners, Then with the point of pour 
knife raſe the ſcull finely , but take herd you touch not the 
bꝛaine; and ſo take and raſe vp parts of the ſcull, and then 
pe ſhal ſe a thin skin oz bladder, and therin lie the wozms, 
which are white like oat meale groates, and are aliue. So 
take all the bladder whole out: ſo done, lap the skin faire 


and dloſe all oner thereon againe, and binde thereon eight 


22 nine fold of linnen, and keepe him warme and cloſe, 102 
theſpace of a foztnight after, and let him take no told, noz 
raine 
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raine,ifhe doe, he dieth thereof : and after fouret&ne dayes 
pe may turne h m abzoad to his fellows.Lhis diſeaſe com- 
meth moſt-vnto young Sheep, as of two yeares oz vnder, 
and not vnto old Shep. 

To tag oꝛ belt Sherp is, when any Shep by running out 
02 neaſhnes of his dung, doe ray and defile his taile : The 
Sbepheard ſhall then take heres, and cut the tags away, 
and caſt dzy mould thereon. Ik it then be the hot time of 
fammer , it were god to rubbe it oner with a little tar, to 
kep flies away. Aiſo Shepheards ſhould haue a little bod 
by his fold ſide, fo lap his @h&pe cleane thereon when hee 
dzeſſeth him, and his tar-bottle to hang ready thereby, faſk 
on a foꝛked ſtick, bh & ſhould not goe without a dogge, and 
bis Sheep hok,knife,ſheres, and tarre boxe euer with him 
92 at his fold. Alſs he muſt teach his dogge to barke, when 
he would haue him to run: and to tun, and to leaue ran- 
ning when he would, 02 elſe he is no canning Shepheard. 
Foz to chafe his ſhepe it is not god: ſome ſay. it is a bz&- -* 
der of the ſcab by chaſing; then taking ſodaine cold theres 
on. Therefo:e he muſt teach his dog whenhe is a whelpe, 
fo2 then is beſt, foz it is hard to make an old dogge to top. 
WMherekoze let them be taught when they ate young. 

How to perceiue Shep when they ware and are ſcabbp 
ve ſhall beſt perceine when they be ſcabby; by the lockes of 
woll on their backe hangingloſe, therefoze let the @h&p- 
heard veiw and onerſee his flocke day by dap, and ſo he ſhal 
ſonepercetne if any Shep doe bzeake oz not. Shep will

ter. Remedies alſo. Some take the tnyce of nightſhade, 
mixt with greaſe, andtherewith annoint: oz garlick beatẽ 
together with tarre, an>ſo annoynt : ez the iupce of 
Pellitozy of Spaine, oz of Artichoke mixt with ſtrong vi- 
negar,+therewith waſh it. Dther remedies ſhepheardeg 
haue, the which J know not, but thele J thinke, ſhall be 


cail,or cramp ſufficient. There is alſo a ſicknes amongſt ſhep,which the

chepheards call the wod-enill oꝛ crampe, which commeth 
moſt commonly in the ſpꝛing of the yeare, and taketh them 
moſt in their legs,+ in their necks, ſo that it maketh them 
hold their necks awzy. And the moſt part of Shepe that 
haue this ſtckneſſe, within a day oz two thereof will dye, 
except they haue a ſpedy remedie. Uhich remedy is beſt, 
to waſh them alitle, and to change their grounds oz going, 
and to bzing them to fed in ſome low paſture. Foz this 
grief commethcommonly to Shep on lep «+ hilly grounds, 
and full of ferny grounds. Other remedies there are 
which men doe vſe, to let bloud in the veine vnder the eye. 
Alſo ſome doe ſay, that houſleke ſtampt with neates-fote 
oile, and therewith anoint, oz ſcallions ſtampt and bound 
to their legs. Other Bugloſſe,theleanes ſtampt and bound 
to their legs. Sheep in the ſummer will be troubled with 
maggots, the fly will blow vpon ſmalloccaſions. To per- 
ceiue when any ſhep is tronbled therewith, pe ſhall ſee by 
biting, (txmping,farting,andfhaking her fa'le : and there 
moſt commonly it is moiſt and watery. Ik it be nigh the 
hinder parts oz taple, it will be defied, 1 ware oftentimes 
grene with dunging. Then maſt the ſhepheard clip away 
all the woll in that place, to the skinne, then caſt a hand- 
fall ofdzy mouldy powder thereon (which hee ſhould haue 
alwayes in a bagge ready) to dꝛy bp the mopſture. Then 
wipe away that mold, and whereas the maggots were, lap 
far thereon all oner. Thus inthe ſummer, ye maſt euery 
dap ſa& well bnto them and marke their feding ann going, 
- Fo2 an Ewe that will fozſake her lanbe, as ſone as it 


cheirlambs. is yeand» to make her to lone it, ſhepheards doe take the 


birth 
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birth skinne, (which is a thinne call that the lambe is lap⸗ 
ped in) which they take, oꝛ part thereof, and lay it vpon a 
lumpe, and let it into her mouth, and make her foz to 
fwallow it. If the Ewe will not eate it, then let her chews 
it well vp and downe in her mouth: and after that ſhe ſhalt 
lone her Lambe, and be afraid of it, as others. And to make 
her to loue another Lanibe, ik hers be dead, they vſe to take 
ber Lambs s kinne, and clap it on anothers Lambes body, 
and then ſhe wil loue the other Lambe, thinke it is her 
owne. Af an Ewes Lamb do die in the birth, ſome ſherp⸗ 
heards doe take the dead Lambe, and rub another Kambe 
all oner therewith, and by that meanes the Ewe will re; 
ſerue it as her owne + willone it as wel. 

Sh&pe oftentimes wil be poyſoned by eating ſome enill 
hearb oz other things, wherenpon they wil ſwel and ſtag⸗ 
ger, holdingcommonly their heades downe, and within a 
while after they will foame at their mouth, and then ſone 
after, they wil fall downe and dye. The remedy is, ſh&p- 
heard doe bſe as ſone as they (& any ſh&pe rele oz ſtag⸗ 
ger, to take him, and open his month, and bnder bis tongue 
at the rot there ſhall ye ſ& bladders, which they do rub 
with the powder of loame, oz with crummes of bꝛead, and 
bzeake them, then they pille in the ſhepes mouth, and ſo 
wach it downe : if ye cannot piſſe, then ye ſhal take dzinke 
and powze ſome into his mouth, andſone aſter he wil doe 
well againe : and giue him the inpce of wozmewod, with 
wine oz vinegar. 

Againg the time of peaning, as towards the Dp2ing, 
ſhepheards muſt then take god hade bnto their flocks of 
Ewes, oz any other hauing the gouernement of ſuch cat- 


tell. Then muſt the ſhepheards cheriſh well their Ewes 
being with lamb, foz ifthe Ewes be not then ſtrong they 


wil haue no foꝛce to deliger their lambs, which cauleth ma 
ny oꝛtiues oꝛ dead lambs, and oftentimes they cannot be 


deliuered without hetpe. Thereloꝛe in that ſame time god 


Shepheards oaght to giue great attendance in thofe pla⸗ 


ces where great flockes are, foz to watch in the nights' s 
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well as dayes : by chance three oz foure Cwes labour tg 

peane at one time. Wherefoze, then the Shepheard muff 
haue helpe, oz elſe they are like to haue loſle of lambes:and 
where a Ewe cannot deliuer her lamb, the ſhepheard mult 
help her, in ſetting his fot on her necke, and with his hands 
to take it from her gently. Af it come with the head f03- 
ward, then it is mo2e eaſie to be taken out. But if the lamb 
do come with che rumpe fozward, then muſt the ſhepheard 
put in his fingers, and put a ſmall coꝛd about his hougs of 
both the lambs feet, and ſo faſten 4 plucke the lambe fo2th, 
Jfanylambe doe lie oner-twhart oz croſle, thenmuſt the 
Shepheard with a ſharpe knife cut the lambe in thꝛer oz 
foure peices, andſotakeit fozth,

02 groane, that ye map be ready to helpe her. Alſo if any 
Ewe haue two lambs, and to little milke, ſhift one lamb, 
as is afoze mentioned, vnto ſome other Ewe, which hath 
no - ye may doe, and ſane inlambing timo many 
lambes.

Then ta giue him ſuch things as will 
expell poiſon, as to giue the tambe ſome treacle in warms 
mille, oꝛ ſathernw od ſtamped and gined with ale, o2 the

walter and giuen warme, oꝛ the rote of the great bur bʒui⸗ 
ſed and ſod in wine, e then giuen. All theſe are god againſt 


. poifonedcanſes; But it this diſeaſe b2&d firſt in the head

It ia good alſo to put your ſheepe in harueft in ſtuble 
ground 
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ground, foz they will dung well the lands. Note alſo if a 
ground be wet with raine, it ſhall not be god to let them lie 
therein, but ſtirre them to ſome other place. 

Againe, in the moneth of Apzill, Map, June, and Julp, 
not then to eate much, but in Auguſt, Oaober, Nonember,

Sheepe are alſocfleſſe ſtoutnes of nature and wit, theu 
other foure-foted beaſts. The thunder feareth ſheepe great- 
ly, eſpecially it one be alone. Af thunder happen in the eue⸗ 
ning oz night, it is dangerous to make pea ws to taſt their 
lambes, oz if any be alone. Theretoze it ſhall be a god re⸗ 
me dy to bzing them into one flocke. Acoznes are ill foz 
hcepe, and makeewes to caſt their Lambes. 

Some ſhepheards ſay, to ſheareſhcepe notafozemidſo- 
mer, is god to make them haus along ſtaple, foꝛ in hot wea- 
ther the woll of ſheepes backes doth grow moſt.

Cutting: 
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Cutting or gelding Lambs, 


TY age of cutting oz gelding of young Lawbg' (as 
ſome ſhepheards ſay) is beſt in the wane of tha Mone, 
the ſigne and houre being god, poung Lambs from thee 
dapes old till nine dapes old: foz then they are young and 
tender, and may eaſily be gelded. Pet ſome other doe hold, 
it is better cutting of lambs when they are moze ſtronger, 
as at thʒaee werkes old oz moꝛe. But then is mo2e danger 
in cutting them: fozif they be then ranke of bloud (as ſome 
will be moze then other ſome) then the blod often will fall 
into the cod,raines and belly, and there it will lye, qcauſe 
the lambs ſone after they are cut to die. There foꝛe put the 
fine powder of rozen into the cod, and that will dzy vp the 
quarie bloud. 

Thereſoze ſome doe choſe out of thoſe Lambs that bee 

taſty and faire, and cut their eares, oꝛ let them blond the 
day befoze. 
Some doe ſhut them vp in a huſe a night befoze without 
meate, and then cut them. Alſo a god ſure was is this: ye 
ſhall cauſe one to hold the lamb bet wirt his legs: 02 on his 
lap, and turne the lambe on his backe, holding his foure 
keet vpꝛight together: but if ye ſhall ſee blacke ſpots in his 
flanks; then cut him not, fo2 he will die, ſoz he is ranke of 
blood. Then let the cutter take and hold the tip of the cod 
m his left hand, and with aſhare knife cut the top thereof 
an inch long cleane away. 

Then with his thumbes and his two fozmeſt fingers on 
both hands, flip loftle downe the cod ouer the tones fo 
his belly, and then with his teeth holding his left lone in 
his mouth, dzaw it ſoftly fozth fo long as the ſtring is: ſo 
done, then dzaw fozth the other tone in uke manner.

A god way to helpe, is 
euery night befoze they reſt, doe yechafe them alittle with 
a dog, which will pzeſerne them from the ſayd water.

Hen eate thereof,as ſpearewozt, that grow - 
eth commonly in moyſt places, and beareth a yellow 
flower, and hath leaues like ſpeare points, thicke and hard 
to digeſt. Alſo blacke Cllebozie will kill ſh&pe,oz othercat- 
tell, if they eate any quantity thereof. There is another 
hearb called two · penny graſſe, that growes in medowes 
which is as euill foz ſheepe as ſpearewozt- Againe oake 
leaues, i ſheepe tate theheof greene, it is euill foʒ them, ſpe- 
cially foʒ young lambes, which will kill them, e likewiſe of 
other cattell. And dead graſſe oz rotten fog in low tom⸗ 
mons, and paſtures, is euill foꝛ ſeepe, and will bꝛieed a rot 
in them, and hemlock e muſſump is ill foz ſheep, : ſnales. 
And thas much ofeuill hearts foz ſheepe, whereof Jhaue 
receited part befoze, o

17 young tegges 02 hoggrels bnder a peare old doe nat 
like, pee ſhall make tarre warme, and gine to each a 
ſponefull thereof, and it wili helps: but if they be with 
lambe it is not god foz them.

Here is a turning diſeaſe in ſheepe, that canſeth them 
to hold their heds on the one ſide. Some ſhepheards do 
tounſell, if ſhee hold her head on the right ſide, ze hall ſfrike 
aff the hozne on the left * fo; ynder the hozue there * 
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a wo2me, which ye ſhall annopnt with tarre, and that will 
kill it: then binde a cloath thereon and lo it will doe wel as

Goates, with their nature and feeding. 


Oaſmuch as J haue wꝛitten ſufficiently of 
i ſheepe, 1 will now here ſpeake ſomewhat 
: 2 > of Goates, which ate cattell much deſired in 
C2 many places. Lheſe kind of catteli to haue 
B- buſhes andbzyars, and alſo thoznes and o⸗ 
ther trees, rather then to haue plaine paſture 
grounds oz fieldes. Foz they feede as well in rough and 
rude groundes as plaine places, fo2 thep feare neither 
barer rocke, no2 thozne, buſh oz other wood: and 
they loue very well lo and (mall trees, chꝛubbes, as alſa 
wilde trees, crab- trees, and ſuch like, o2 the wild graſſe me⸗ 
liot: allo of willowes e yongoaks,0; elmes being uot 2. 
e 
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The Buckes haue vnder their iawes twa watfles o: 
tufts like a beard, which is the better to be eſt&emed of, his 
body al(s being large withall and his legs great, his necke 
plaine and ſhozt, with great hanging eares, his head 
ſmall, his hapꝛe blacke and thicke, cleane and long withall. 
In many plates they doe ſheare them, foʒ to makemantles 
foz ſouldies. Allo the Bucke gote when he is of ſeauen 
— old, he is ſufficient to couple, and to couer the 
females. 


Foz he is ol ſo great heate and ſo knaniſh withall, that Goat-buckes 
he will not ſpare to coner his owne damme, though ſh& be wax ſoon old- 


pet much. Though the which heate hee wareth ſone olde, 
and beloꝛe he be ſire peares, he is nigh ſpent. Foz his pouth⸗ 
fnl yeares being ſo hot hath conſumed his ſtrength, where- 
foze after fiue yeares hee is not able to couer the females. 
Theſhe goate, which doth reſemble the bucke afoze mentt⸗ 
oned, is greatly tobe pꝛayſed, if ſh& haue great tets, with 
large vdders, 4 full of milke. In temperate countries they 
doe chuſe the Goates which are without hoznes. But in 
countries windy e ſtoꝛmp, which is ſublet ofte vnto great 
winds, they take thoſe which haue hoꝛnes: but in moſt pla- 
ces pe ſhall ſæ that the buckes haue no hoꝛnes, becauſe theꝝ 
arc moſt vnhappy in puſhing and gozing with their hozns, 
which thing is often dangerous. 

Theſe cattell ought not to be abone one hundzeth in a 
heat d, although that ſheepe with wooll may be a thouſand 
together in a flocke. And alſo when ve doe buy goates, it is 
better to buy together out of one company oz heard, then 
to choſe in diners parts oz companies, to the end that 
when pe would leade them to their paſture, they doe not le- 
perate themſelues vnto dinets parts, and alſo it will be the 
better fo2 them to agree in their hoaſes. And to great a 
heate in ſummer annopeth theſe cattell very much. vet moꝛe 
doth the cold in winter: foz theſe female goates which doe 
bꝛing fozth a kidd in winter, th2ough the cold and vehe- 
mentie there ot, it often maketh them bzing fozth aboꝛtiues 
and dead kids. 10 

11 
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Allo aboztines come when they gine them in ſome place 
nothing but ako2nes fo2 their meate. Wherefoze pe muff 
giue them bat a quantity thereofatonce. 

The chiefeſt time to haue them coupled oꝛ couered with 
the bucke, is in Autumne, bekoꝛe the moneth of December, 
to the end that againſt the leafe and graſſe doe ſpꝛing freſh 
and tender, then they ſhall kidde and bzing fo2th their pong 
the better, whereby to haue moze grafle, and thereby to 
gine the moze milke. | 

Alſo their houſes ought to be paued with fone, 02 elſe 
naturally to be of grauel of it ſelfe al vnder,fo2 theſe kinde 
of cattell are (a hot that they muff haue no litter vnder 
them. But their keper ought alwaies toloke diligently 
vnto them, in cleanſing them vayly in their houſes : and in 
their ſaydhonſed , not to ſaffer any filthy dung, oz other 
moylure to remaine, oz any other dung - hill. Foz it is 
cleane contrary againſt the nature of Goates. Af that the 
peaws bee ofa good kinde, they will bzing two Kivdes a 
ptete, and ſometime thzc at once, the which is not good, 
no; pet commended when a Goat ſo doth. And alſo, being 
of two peares, to bzing at oncethz& kids. Ifſo, then ck 
muſt nourich the kidds , as pee doe the lambs hauing but 
ſmall ſucconr. 1 

But the poung Buckes muſt be a little more cozrected 
and kept lowe, to abate the heate and laſciniouſneſſe in 
them: But onto the other you muſt giue abnndance of 
milke : and alſo pe ſhall giue them Elme leaues and ſedes, 
and of mellilot hearbe, and of iny, oz the tender cropsps of 
lentile peaſe, oz other tender bꝛanches andcroppes. Alſo 
when a Goate hath kidded, ye ſhall reſerne the moſt faireſt 
and ſtrongeſt of the two ( il ſo be that ſhee Hhith two ata 
bizth,) foz to repleniſh alwaies yonr heard, the other ver 
may lell if ye will, oz therwiſe diſpoſe of him. Pee ſhall 
not gine any kid to a Goate of a peare, oꝛ of two years to 
nouriſh, fo; thoſe kiddes which they bzing within thoſe ſaid 
times, ought not to be nouriſhed oꝛ kept, except they be of 
ther veares, and thoſe that be but a peare, hauing a — 
oug 
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ought ſuddoinely fo be taken away from the damme. 
But thoſe goates which haue kids being of two veares, 
ve ſhall let them remaine vntill they be ready to ſell. And 


pe muſt kepe your Does no longer then eight peares, bes 


cauſe that they being ſoze weakened in ſo often bearing, 

they will become barren. Alſo their ke per ought foz to bee 

rough vnto them, in giuing them ſharpe wozds, and to bee 

diligent, petient, not angry, and pet bolde, foz to goe with 

them thꝛough valle pes on rocks and deſert places, thꝛoug 

buſhes, ſhzunbbs and ſuch like, and pet not al waies to fol⸗ 

low bis heard, as thek&epers of other Cattell: But hee 

ought to be alwaies befoze this catfell, « to be moze cares 
full of them then any other cattell. Fo2 theſe in feeding. 

and bꝛouſing, oꝛ paſtaring, doe alwaies obey the buckes,in 

diſcending and in giuing them place, and therefoze they 

muſt needes be loked onto: when ſome doe ſit, loke that 

the other runne not here and there: but ſer that they doe 
reſt peaceably and gently all at their owne eaſe, to the 

end that the peaws hauing the greateſt tets and vdders, 

doe not thereby ware leane, oz otherwiſe become euitio; 

ficke, 

The goates are nouriſhed almoft of nothing chargeable, 
Pet they bꝛouſe and feed wholy together as the ſheepe, and 
doeclimbe vp on mountaines againſt the heat of the ſunne, 
with greater fo2ce then the &pe , and they be of moze 
greater traueli and ererciſe, and are moze in ſtrength, and 
ffonter ofnature.Wherefoze our anceſto2s did vſe them as 
they doe pet in mountaines e wilde places, which in coun⸗ 
ted moſt merteſt ſoꝛ them, and to haue their houſes and go⸗ 
uernement as the Shtep haue in putting the Bucke apart, 
as thep doe the rammes - foꝛzthep are in althinges gouer- 
ned as the Dhepe, and are much connerſant with ſhte pe in 
houſing and paſfuring olike. 

But theſe kinde of beaſts are not ſo mite to be about 
houſes as ſh&epe, fo they are moꝛe hurtfull vnto all maner 
of hearbs and bers, therefoze they are moꝛe meet fo2 to bit 
in rougher and barren grounds, as buſhes, nan _ 
4 arnes,.

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taines and ſuch. And ſome thinke it god, not to haue in a 
troupe 02 heard aboue fifcie goates, becanſe they will bee 
ranging here and there, and are foliſh cattell and without 
care ſone hanged here and there, which are in moze daun⸗ 
ger then the ſhxzpe-: therefoze it is moze paineful vnto their 
keeper: Alſo let them not goe in colde places, foz colde is 
molt hart full vnto them, 


Of their diſeaſes. 


S it happeneth to other kinds of cattell to haue the 
peſtilence oz murren, and ſuch {ike: and ſometimes 
ſicke of other diſeaſes,in waxing leane th2ough payne ther 
of: alſo the goates although they bee fat, and in good liking 
ſo much the ſooner they will haue the peſtilence, and be caſt 
downe all at once, and die thꝛoughaut all the head except 


ve deuide them: and when it ſo happeneth vnto them, it is 


chiefefly by theabandance of paſture o2 feeding. Now when 
ſoeuer ve ſhall ſe one oz two ſo taken with this diſeaſe, ve 
muſt let all the reſt blod incontinent, and ye ſhall not let 
them fede al the dap, but foure houres, and kepe them ſhut 
cloſe in a pen, oʒ ſuch like thing, and ſo ſe if any other doe 
become ſicke of the ſame o2 any other griefe,then it is met 
ve giue vnto them ok ruſhes and redes, and alſo therots of 
white thozne, the which ye ſhall beate well with a peſtle of 
pꝛon, and then mixe it with raine water, without gining 
them any other thing to dzinke, if this doe not helpe, ver 
mult ſell them, and it pe cannot ſell them, then it were beſt 
to kill them and ſalt them. And after a certaine time, pte 
muſt retouer another heard. But pe muſt not doe this be⸗ 
foze the dangerous time of this peſtilence be ſpent, o2 that 
yeare paſt, as if this ſhouldbein winter, ye maſt abide vn- 
tillthe ſummes next following:o2 if it be in Autumne, then 
tarrp till the ſpzing time. And when ſome of them (hall 
chaunce to fallſicke in the houſe, ye muſt giue them the like 
remedy, as is afozeſaid of the ſhepe. 


And 
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And when that their skinne (hall ſwell oz intlame, that 
the Goat is full of water, which the Greks do call Hydro- 
piſis, a diſeaſe which cometh by dzinking to much water, 
pee mult cut them a little with a ſharpe knife vnder the 
ſhoulder 1 thereby dzaw fozth all the ſuperfiuons moy- 
cure, and then heale the wound with tar. And after that 
the ſhe coat hath boꝛne kiddes, if her matrix be ſwolne,o2 
that the ſecondine ( which is the ſkin that the kids are lapt 
in) is not well bozne, pe ſhall make her take a pint and a 
halte of ſod wine, oz if pe haue not that, ye ſhall gine her 
as much of other god wine, and ſo fill and ſtrengthen their 
nature withcerote liquid. Now to the end J will not a 
gaine recite that which J have already ſpoken (if anyother 
diſeaſe doe come vnto them) ye ſhall helpe them with ſach 
medicines as A haue already ſhewed in the remedies foz .

Foz goats haue the like diſeaſe as ſhæpe haue and other 
catteli,and as thep (ay the goates are neuer without agues, 
fo2 it is a common diſeaſe among them : and other diſeaſes 
they eatch in bzing ing foꝛth of their young kids, as afoze 
5 expꝛeſſed. This J thinke ſhall be here ſufficient at this 

me. 

There is alſo in the teats of Goates, as in peaws a cer- | 
taine ſtopping in ſome of their teats, which is a hard mat- 4 5 ſtopping 
ter like a ſtraw of flegme, which will bee in the tonditeʒ ob 
the teat, with a little blacke head, ſome will ſticke ſo faſt 
that the kid oꝛ lambe cannot dzaw it fozth, and ſo long they 
can hane no milke. ZTherefoze muſt the Shepheard ſe& to 
all ſnch thinges at the lambing oz kidding time, oz elſe the 
lambes and kids are like ts ſterue. 

Let the kæper alſo luke vnto the goats, that the females 
be not chaffed o2hunted when they bee great with kid, foz 
if they bee, they will be in danger of miſturning the kids in 
their bellies, which cauſeth the kids oftentimes to die = put 
the goats in great ieopardie:and (ſo it is with yea wes great 
with lambe, it they be chaffed being great, it turnes their 
lambs in them, e makes many miſcarry in lambing —— 
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Chus much fozthe k&ping and oꝛdering of Goates.

a he is hot of nature: hogges are tommonlp 
ee knowne to moſt men, theretoze J will 
ns here let him paſſe to ſpeake in eacry poynt 
thereof, but ſuch as ſhall bee met to bee knowne. There 
bee of ail ſozts to bee had, but the beſt haning and cha- 
ſing of them are the males oz boare pigges, loz thep do 
moꝛe reſemble the nature of the boare then the ſow. And 
theſe that are large and big of body, are moſt accepted, 
rather then thoſe oflong and round bodies. And thep ought 
to hanede&pe bellies, with thicke and large thighs, not ha- 
ning his clawes very high noz very long legs, but thicke 
and ſhoꝛt, with a great thicke necke: his gropne and ſnouf 
ho2t.4 beinding backeward,with a bzoad thick chin: e pet 
thoſe ate moſt knauiſhiy giuen when they are a peare olde:

eneipten monethes : and ſo will continue till they be foure 
peares of age, one boare is ſuffictent ſoꝛ ten ſowes. Al'o þ 
ſow ought to haue a long bodp, t al the reft of her body like 
the other afoeſaid of the boare: whereas the countries are 
cold 8; ſubied to ſroſts, it is beſt there to choſe, g haue bogs 
which haue bigh # hard bziſtles, thicke e blacke. It it be in 
te:nperate countries and warme agaiutt the fun, there pee 
bali nouriſh thoſe hogs that haue thin, ſmall, and low bzt- 
Ties, becauſe they are commonly moze tender then others. 
Alſo thoſe hogs that are nouriſhed in hanſes 4 townes, ate 
molt commonly whiter then others. A (ow will comonly 
R 4 bzing 
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bzing pigs vntill ſhe be ſeanen yeares old:and thoſe ſowes 
that do bzing pigs moſt often in the yeare,do (oner war old 
then others, fo2 ſome pong Dow well fed, being one peare 
old, will haue pigges. Tye ſowes are beſt to be couered 


in the moneth of Febzuarp: and when ſhe hath gone wiig 


pigs fonre moneths oz fifteene werkes, then in the ſixteenth 
week, oz beginning ofÞ fift moneth, ſhe wil farrow. Some 

as they ſay) will haue pigges twiſe, ſome thꝛice a yeare. 

nd when the graſſe is ſtrong and wet, it cauſeth them to 
bꝛing abundance of milke to nouriſh their pigs the better: 
foz u hen ſh& wareth dꝛy and hath no milke to nouriſh them 
with, then muſt pe take them from her, and ſ& to weans 
them, and fo by little e little they will fall to eating graſſs 
and cozne, and ſuch as fals on the ground: And thus in con⸗ 
tinnance they will were moze ſtrong, to eate of all other 
kind of meat. This oꝛder they chieflp vſe in villages, where 
great trops of hogges are vſed and kept together, bꝛed 
and bzought vp in townes, whereby at length there com- 
meth great pzofit by them vnto the husband. As in places 
and villages nigh vnto great tewnes,oz Gentlemens {ou- 
ſes, inſelling thepong ſucking pigs,which are alwaies rea⸗ 
dp money to them: e by this meanes the ſow is diſcharged 
of her pigs the ſoner,wherby ſhe ſhal be the readier to bzing 


Gelding of pigs twite a oz thzice in the peare: and the boare pigs ought 


pigges. 


to be gelded when they are about ſixe monethes old,fo2 then 
they begin to ware ſtrong in heat, and being vngelded vn · 
till then, they will grow to be moꝛs ſtouter hogs, and pet 
they commonly geld them when thep bee poung, and under 
the damme, as being ther werkes o2 a moneth old, e ſome 
ſap thep will haue the ſ werter fleſh: but the truth is contra; 
ry (as many iudge) becauſe they are to ſone weakned in 
their nature, and there koꝛe they will not be ſolarg hogges. 


Spayedſowes Zome countelt to geld o: fpay the ſowes when they haue 


bene often touered, as of thz& oz foure peares: and then to 
ſpay the ſowes is counted beſt: ſome thinke in ſpaying 
themofſhotsis beſt, cutting them in the mid flancke with 
a ſharpkniie two fingers bzoad, in taking out the bag * 
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birth, and cutting it off, and ſo they doe ſtifch vp the 
wound againe, and then annoint it, and kepe her warme 
in the ſtye two oz the dayrs after: and thoſe that be ſpaid 
can b2zingno moze pigs, noꝛ the boares will not ſ&ke after 
them, and they will ware the fatter. 

Notwithſtanding, A cannot ſay why they ſpay them, 
except itſhoald be to fat them, o2 where thete is want of 
meate to feede them. Foz whereas plenty of meat is, bet- 
ter it is to haue them b2ing bp pigges then otherwiſe. Df 
theſe kind of beaſts yeſhal finde in allchziſtian Countries, 
and ſome are in mauntanies as wel as in pla ine conutries. 
But the plaine and moiſt grounds are far better foz them, 
then the hot e dzyeground. Foz the fozreſtsand commons 
are moſt congenient foz them to fed on. And where there 
is great plenty of oake trees, beech, alh, and thozne, of bzys 
ars,hazels,and crab-tres, wilde peare,oz plumtres,ferng 
rots,tſuch like to fede them withall, from time to time. 
Foz theſe ſo2ts of trees doe not ripe all at one time, but in 
diners andſundzy times of the ſummer, which are almoſt 
ſafficient ts nouriſh them all the yeare long, with helpe of 
maſſe and rotes, and ſome helpes now and then in winter 
ofother meate. 

And where there is want ol ſuch trees, yes muſt haue them 
to other fe ding ground, and the beſt is, to haue ol dirtp, ſis 
mp, and toft ground, then to haue d2y and hard ground. Foz 
in the ſoft ground, they may the eaſier digge and (&ke foz 
wo2mes and rates in the earth and to toſſe and tumble in 
the dirty water, which doth them moſt god in hot times : 
wherein they delight much to tumble them, becauſe often 
times they would haue water to cole them in, which cw⸗ 
ling doth pzofite them much, and eaſeth them of their great 
heate, which is a bꝛeder of the meaſels. They doe fed in 
mopſt and marrich grounds, where they haue many mall 
and werte rots, as flagge rotes, and the rotes of Galin⸗ 
gale, of raſhes, reds, and alſo the rotes of daffadill, the 
which is very god foꝛ Hogges, knot-grafſe, and ſuch like. 
Andlikewiſe in fallow fielvs they doe finde ſoze rates. 
any; 
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and woꝛmes, which doth make them fat. And as foz the 
other grounds conered wity grafle, they doe finde diners 
ſo:ts ofhearbs and fruits, ſo that in diners parts thereof, 
they may haue beſides of wild plumbs,of peares, oꝛ haws, 
- loes,and nuts, and ſuch like: and whereas ye (hall ſ& them 
bane ſcant of meate, pe muſt not then ſpare pour garners : 
fo: then pee muſt nedes helpe them enery mozning with 
ſome meate, and likewiſe at night with ſome ; foz all the 
day befoze perhaps in fading ab2oad they haue had little 
o2 nothing: and therefoze all god hus bands ſhovld kepe 
plenty of ako2nes after Pichaelmas to ſerue them all the 
Akorneskept yeare,ifthat theycan. Akoznes may be kept in Ciſternes 
with water: oz to be d2zyed and kept in fats, fozſo pe map 
kepe them from Rats and Mice: oz to dzy them, and lay 
them on dzy boatds ,- and giae thereof in their waſh : oz 
d2y2 with ſome Beanes, oz other grayne when it is good 
cheape, and loke what pou ſpend one way: ye may ſo pꝛo⸗ 
fit another way. 

Foz Sowes that gine ſacke, to eate of greene hearbs 
ſometimes doth hurt them, Mherefo:e in the mozuing be⸗ 
fozepe put them koꝛth to feede pe ought togine them ſome- 
what to ke&epe them in heart: foz mach eating of greene 
graſſe in the ſpꝛing, will caaſe them to beloſe bellied, which 
will make them leane. And pe ſhould not put Bogs toge- 

Stying your ther, like other cattell,in their ſties, but make them partiti⸗ 

Hogges: ons therein: And ſo put the Sowes aſunder by themſelnes, 
and the ponng pigs by themſelnes. Fo2 when they are ſhut 
bp altogether, they tumble, toſſe, and lie out of ozder one 
vpon another, and thereby oftentimes make the Howes to 
calf their pigs. 

Alſo thoſe hnsbands that dwell by fozreſfs oꝛ commons, 
it were god fo2 them to have ties in the ſaid koꝛreſts, and 
commons, whereby they may at all times counentent feeve 
ſuch Hogges as they (hall thiake moſt mæte. And there in 
like manner vſe to gine them their meat, wherby they map 
within a while fo2get the comming to his hoaſe,and theres 


by hee ſhall be the lee troubled with them from time to 
time. 
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time. And it were god to make the walles oz hedges of 
pour ſties of foure fot his: fo2 then pour Yogs oz Sowes 
cannot get ouer,no2 pet others come to them, and ſo open 
atalltimes, that the keper may loke into the ſtie and ſo 
take account of them at his pleaſure, to ſ& if he have all 
o2 not, and to ſe if any ſow doe onerlay,o21lye on her pigs, 
then to remone her, and le vnto the pigs, ſo long as they 
be poung and tender. 

The hog-heard oz Keeper , ought alſo in ke ping them to 
be watchfull,diligent,and painefull, ſeruiceable, with wiſe⸗ 
dome, and ofa god nature: being very carefull to nouriſh 
them from time to time, who ought alſo to haue in minde 
the number of his hogs, ſowes and pigges, both olde and 
young : and to haue regard, and conſider the pzofit and in- 
creaſe of enery one from time to time. And likewiſe foz to 
take heede of his ſowes that they take no hurt with dogges, 
oz other waies, when they are ready to farrow, but to ſhuf 
them vp in the ſties, that they may farrow there, fo2 feare 
ol caſting her pigs. Fo2 in farrowing ab2oad, oftentimes 
and many waies they periſh,as with the Foxe, oz other like 
chances, which is foz lacke ofloking to in time: which 
to a pooꝛe man is a great loſſe, if hee conſider ali thinges. 
Allo when a ſowe doth farrow, the keperonght to ſe how 
many pigges ſhe hath.(fo2ſome ſowes willeate them, ſo 
ſoneas ſhe hath farrowed them : ) and therefoze to loke 
well to them, and ſee what they be, and let them not ſacke 
of anꝑ other ſow, but of their owne damme. Foz if the pigs 
goe ont of the ſtye and goe among others, when ſhe lyeth 
downe to giue them ſucke, they will ſacke with others, 
which may thereby ſone bee bitten of the ſtrange Dowe* 
Whereſozethe beſt wap is, to ſ each ſow ſhut vp by them⸗ 
ſelues, that one hinder not another: fo2 at length pe ſhall 
not know the pigs of the one ſow from the other, except 
ve marke them. 

And among a heard of many pigges, y& muſt haue di⸗ 
uers and funde rv markes, to know which is which. $02 
elle it will trouble yis wits to know one from _ 


Sewes are 


good bree- 
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And among a great number it will be a hard and painfull 
thing to doe : therefoze it will be good to tell them in going 
fozth and comming in, as afoze is declared: oz to teil them 

in entring in at a deze, no bigger then one hog oꝛ ſow may 

paſſe alone, in going in oꝛ comming foꝛth. And loke that 

enery ſow haue with her but her owne pigges, and ſo ma- 
ny as ſhe ſhall beſt continue with, to nouriſh well, which is 

not aboue eight pigges : if ſhee haue any moze it were beſt 

toſell them being young, without ye perfectly ſe that the 

ſow is well able tonouriſh them : foz ifſy& be not, ye ſhall 
ſone perteine by decaying of the pigges, ſoz they will ſwne 

ware leane, and eaery pigge will but ſucke his dzene 02 
feate. 

To weane pigges whereas hnsbandmen hane no yes, 
Ther weane their pigs in tying a wollen cloath liſt about 
the vpper ſnowt, with a knot in the middeſt of the roofe of 
bis mouth, ſo remaining vnder the pallet of his month, ye 
cannot dzaw any ſtoze of milke,whereby the ſow will ſone 
ware dave. 


And thoſe ſowes which are bz&ders of pigges, they 


ſhould be rather choſen that ſacke of the hinder teats, and 
ought to bee nonriſhed often with dzy and ſod barley, foz 
feareleaſt they being young ſhould ware leane, 02 fall into 
ſome ſickneſſe. Alſo the hogheards oz kepers ought often 
to cleanſe their yes : foz although theſe kind of beaſts bee 
foule and filthy fevers,yet they do deſire to lie cleane and 
day in their ſtyes. Thus much here foz the nouriſhing and 
god keping of hogges. 

The manner of gelding ofhogs , There is two times in 
the peare belt to geld theſe kinde of cattell in:one ofthem is 
in theSp2ing, and the other is in Autumne after Micha; 
elmas. The o2ver how they doe geld: one way is thug. 
They make two croſſe flits oz inciſions on the middeſt of 
the ſtones, vpon each tone one, and then put them fozth x 
ſo annoynt them with tarre. There is another manner 
of gelding, which is moze gentle and moze faire : but it is 


ſomewhat moze dangerous, il it bee not well done. Ne- 


uer⸗ 
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Heuertheleſte J will therein ſhew ſomewhat, and not ſo 
leaue it: which is, fo flit one one on the top, and after ye 
haue dꝛau ne fo2th that, ye ſhall put in your fingers at the 
ſame flit,and with pour launcet flit the skinne between the 
two ftones, and by that flit ye (hall cruſh fo2th the other 
fone, and ſo dzaw him fo2th gently as the other afozeſaid, 
and then clenſe out the blood and ſo annoynt him with freſh 
greaſe. And thus pe ſhall make but one inciſfon 07 flif on 
the codde. But this way is beſt fo2 ofher catfell, Foz of 
all ſozts of tattell, a boze may beſt be gelded being old. Al- 
fo againft certaine ſickneſſe they giue ſome remedies, as 
hereafter ſhall follow. | |

ſ(cantlp eate anp thing at all: 4 if pee d2zine them vnto the 
paſture oz field, they will rele and fall downe by the way: 
And ik it taketheminſummer, they will lye and flepe in 
Lichergicin the ſun all dap, it taketh them as they had the lethargie, 
hogges. which is aſltepy and fozgetfull diſeaſe, If this diſeaſe then 
happen, they ſhut vp all their hogs together in one houſe, & 
let them there remain a day and anight withont meate 
o2 d2inke. On the next dap after, to thoſe that will dzinke, 
they gine water, in which is ſtamped the rotes of wild 
cucumbers. And ſo manꝑ as haue dzunke thereof will be- 
ginne to vomit,and by ſo vemeting,they are purged cleane 
thereof,and when they haue calf andcleanſed all the choller 
and filth within their ſtomakes, then ye may giue to them 
1 beaens, mirt with ſalt water, oz tocaſt of 
ay ſalt amongſt it, and then her doe make them foz to 
dzinke luke warme water. And as it is very euill and per⸗ 
nicious fo2 all beaſts (in ſummer) to be dzy , ſo is it moſt 
chiefly in hogs. Pet J would not haue ye ſhould giue your 
bogs water twice a day,as ye doe other cattell, as goates, 
tepeand others : but if youcan in thecaniculas dayes, let 
them f&de nigh ſomeriner, ponds, 02 low marſher. Foz 
their heat is then lo great, they cannot ſaffice them to dꝛink 
water onely, but they muſt alſo turne and toſſe therein, ſpe⸗ 
cially in myzryeand dirty water, the which doth greatly 
refreſh and coole them, ſpecially thoſe-which haue ww

great bellies. And herein nature doth ſhew them what is 
god fo2 them. 

But if the ſitnation of the plate will not ſuffer and per- 
mit, ve mult then gine them largely dzinke from the well oz 
in ſuch alike place,o2 elſe to put pientpof water into their 
troughes. F02 if they haue not then all ſufficient thereof to 
d2ink they wil haue the diſeaſe of the lights, which is, to ber 
purſie and ptiſicke. But this diſeaſe is eaſie to be remedied 
by putting in their eares the iupce of Pomelle, ſo called in 
French, in Latine Conſiligo, the which J take to be the 
hearbe called Light:wozt o2 Camphere. 


Likewiſe pour hogs oftentimes will paue the papne of 1.1. paynca, 


the milt, which doth oft trouble them: and then they will 
goe aſide,andcroked with bodies, which commeth by 
a great dꝛought (as ſome doe iudge) but moſt by fruit, foz 
when fruits doe fall from the trees and le vpon the ground 
vntaken bp, theſe beaſts are ſo inſatiable in following the 
ſwetneſſe thereof, that thereby they ingender this diſeaſe 
in the ſplene : the which ye ſhall remedy, by making them 
troughes to fede out of, of wod in Latine called Tama- 
rix, which as I thinke, is called in the Engliſh quick-beame 
wd: «4 yelhall therein vſe to ginethem their meate, and 
dzinke, and that wod will remedie it: fo2 ont of that wod 
will come a water oz moyſture, which will heale the infla- 
mation of the diſeaſe. Sometimes there commeth inflama- 
tions in the milt, ſo that it bz&edes a peſtilenceamonghogs, 
which comes by vnwholeſome times. And alſo the rather 
by their fülthy bodies and feeding, oz elſe by ſome infection 
thzongh euill nouriſhment: therefoze it willbe god ſome» 
times to kepe them faſting all night in ſome darke place, 
to conſume the ſuperfluons humozs in them, which they 
doe incteaſe by their rauening and greedineſſe.

* Some husbands to ſane hogs from the Garget, vſe to 
let them blond at Michaelmas, and in Apaill, on the beine 
vnder the vpper lip. 


To preſerue hogs and ſaue them from "WH meaſeled, 
Ye ſhall mixe with their waſh, (in the moneth of Jone) 
chamberly and ſo gine thereof-buto your hogs, and 


vſe it now and then once oz twice a werke, git — 
them from being mealeled. | 


If a Hogge be bitten with a mad Dogge. 
E ſhall take of ſtrong chamberly, and mixs it with bay 
ſalt, and ſot, and put therein an addle egge oz twoxthen 
beate them all together, and make it boyle a little, then 
rub the place that is bit, as hot as he may well ſuffer foz 
ſcalding, with a ſticke and a clont tyed to the end thereol. 

Uſe this twiſe oz thꝛite, and he ſhall doe well. 

And this will helpe likewiſe koz other beaſts that are bit 

with any madgdogges. 15

The whole-footed hogges. 


TI are a kinde ot hogs in diners places which haue 
whole clawes, notclonen as other hogs bee. Mhich 
kinde is common large of body, and greater then other 
hogs : and the husbandmen ſay , they are moꝛe frnitful- 
ler then the hogs with clonen fete , and will not lightly 
be meazied. Zherefoze they are in many places much de- 


fired rather then the other lozt: There is of them about 
Windſor. | 


Brimming of Sowes. 
T is not good fozany Boare to couer a Sewe in the 
night time, as in the day, fozthey will not be ſo large 
pigs, as thoſe which are gotten inthe day. 


The cauſe of fome rammiſh pigs, 
E ſhall note, ifthat pee fall a boare in any ſtpe, if pee 
put pong pigs into the ſame ſiye ſon after, al thoſe pigs 
will taſt rammilh like to a boare pig to be eaten.

JT Dgs wil hae a diſeaſe called the ſtagger, he wil rale 
Land fall with his hinder legs, and will put his head 
ſometimes oner his trough in eating his meate: if he haue 
nat ſone helpe, h& will dye thereof. The remedp, Pe ſhall 
ſ# a hae knob in the role ot his mouth, tut it, x let it bleed, 
then take the pouder ol lame and ſalt, and rub it therwith 
then giue him a little pille and he will amend. 
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To ſhew ſome order for taking 
of Moules. 


PDO ſo much as J haue heretofsze ſhewey 
the ozder and gonernment of hogs, J will 
not here let paſſe, but ſomwhat A will ſhew 

ol the taking of Ponles, which is a beat 
that annopeth the grounds of hasbandmen 
very mach; and haning the pzopertie to 
dig and caff within the ground as the other hogges 
on the ground, and thereby may bee called a kinds of 
hogges, which may bee eaten alſo : Theſe kinde bee 
ſo hurtfull to grounds, that they wil in ſhozt ſpace deface 
and ſpoyle any faire meddow oz other ground, if they be 
let alone, in caſting vp hils both in meades and all pal 
ture grounds. And likewiſe in your cozne fields, inrat- 
ſing the arable and ſowed grounds, that your cozne can 
take no rote in thoſe places, and in feeding alſo on the ſaid 
rotes ofco2ne, and making therewith their neaſts in tho 
ſpzing time as J haue ſene. There is no ground void, but 
they will ſone finde it out, although it be compaſſed with 
water, foz they will ſwim as well as other hogges oner 
the water : and come into gardens, ozchards, and houſes. 
And becauſe that huſbands with many other thathane the 
gouernemnto f ſuch grounds, doe not well know the 0z- 
der and taking of them, whereby many are hurt in their 
grounds, and greatly hindꝛed by them in lacking the knows 
ledge thereof how to take them: ZTherefoze J haus here 
taken bpon me to ſhew ſomewhat of the oꝛder taking of 
them, lo far as J haue knowne and bnderſtod by others, 
as ſhall appeare in their places. 
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To take Moules caſting in plaines. 


VV beet moules do cat comonly in plains, meads 
t ſuch like : if pe chould take them in trenches, 
pee ſhould ſpill much ground by bzeaking the vpper part 
thereof. {Mherefoze as ſome ſay, the better way is, where 
ve ſee them caſt, go thereunto lighly a verp ſoftly, but goe 
not on the windy ſtde between them and the winde: koꝛ they 
will ſone vent and heare it ve ſtampe on the ground : in 
comming ſoftly, be ready with your moule⸗ſt affe to ſtrike 
at the fitſt o2 ſecond putting vp ofthe earth, A ſtrike it with 
pour line do wne right, and marke which way the earth 
fals moſt, it ſhe caſts towards yon, then ſtrike ſomwhat o⸗ 
uer; ifſhe& caſt vp towards pour right hand, then ſtrike 
fomWhat on the left, and ſo on the other contrary to her ca⸗ 
ſring vp. And by this meanes pe ſhall be al waies the mo2e 
likely to firike her. In plaine ground ſtrike downe right,: 
when pee haue ſo ſtricken downe with the tines of pour 
caffe, yeſhallſo tet them remaine in the earth. Then plack 
out the tong in the ſtaffe that holdes the graines, and then 
take off your tate, t with the ſpittle 02 fiat end therol, dig 
round about pour graines bnto the ends thereof, and there 
pe ſhall ſe if ye haue ſtricken her 02 not: but if pe haue miſt 
her, leaue the hole open and go a litle a ſide, and poſſibly ſhe 
will come againe to ſtop the ſaid hole and then ſtrike at her 
againe, foꝛ a Wonle loues not greatly the aire. D; elſe as 
ſoneas ve haue ſtricken 4 miſt her, if her hole goe downe⸗ 
ward, ye ſhall ponre into the hole a gallon of water by and 
by, and thereby ſometimes ſhee will come out againſt the 
Water fo2 feare of dꝛowning, and ſo ye may take them a- 
llve, 62 kill them. By this meanes ye may take many the 
ſoner, and ſane pour grounds from ſpoyling, in taking a 
little paines, in watching the time of their going fozth in 
themozning to fed, and allo at other times comming home 
when ther haue led. 1 
ow. 
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raine, when the ground is ſolt, but in the ſpzing time ſpeci- 
ally, as in Parch and Apꝛill, then the moules wil run mot 
aboue, and dig very ſhallow in the ground: and wil wozke 
ſoa long {pace ue bankes — — 
and where ye fall feeany ſuch nei waenght, petſhall 
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where pe may lee any great and high Hils, foz commonly

Ir 
this d2zineling tall into any water, it infeaeth the ſame, and 
who ſo dzinketh thereok, is in great danger of being mad. 

And the ſigns aſter the bitting of a mad dog in a man is, 
they ſhall haue in their leepe fearefull dꝛeams a ſighs ę ans 
ger without cauſe,and they will ſ@me to barkelike a dog, 
and feare to be ſ&ne ofother, and they feare water moſt, 
add be very daintyin al things, which are doubtfull ſignes 
to cure. Foz ol him thatis bitten,the venome goes from the 
bitten place to the heart, and from thence to the head, 4 ſo 
to all the members, as afo2eſatd : and the humoz is moyft 
and perillons, & it is alſo dangerous fo touch thoſe bodies 
infeced,becauſe of the vapozation of the behemency of the 
benome,and they will cozrupt allthings nere vnto them. 

Note alſo, that if venomes be taken by meats 02 b2inks 
theſe ſignes doe follow: the crampefollowes ffrongly, with 
ſwelling tn the fingers enailes, which is a deadly fine, 02 
it he alſo gape x dzincll, his lips do ſmart e tingle, 02 fiele a 
heatin his tongue, without any ſwelling, and being vered 
ſitaitly about the heart, dis eyes wax dim and dark: when 
theſe ſignes are, it is time to make hall, oz death cormmeth 
ſoneafter. The generall remedy is, to vomit, 62 ts take 
a gliſtet to bzing it vowne. Then take treacle, and wine 
that ſow-thiſtle is ſodin : then maſt he be purged and ba- 
thed, and let blood at the laſt. And his diet ſhal be fat meats, 
with flbirds and ſmall nuts, with dꝛie ſigs, which are alſo 
god to dꝛaw, conſume and waſt venome. Balſamum with 
womans milke helpeth againſt the burning and ſoze ach 
thereof, Treacle foztifieth the body and waſteth venome. 
If treacle cannot begotten, then take garlick ſod in bzoth- 
witha fat hen, and d2inke thereof, fozgarlicke is contra- 
ry to benome, and doth aſwage the inner burning there» 
of, and there ſoꝛe it is called the huſbandmans treacle. 

Alſo if one be bitten with a mad dog, take a cocke 02 a hen 
and kill him, annd ſlit him ſtraight, and all hot tlap it fo the 
place, and it wil ſuck and d2zaw ont the venome. The dzaw- 
ers of venome are theſe, the fleſh of the @nake oz * 

cut 
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cut and laid to ſtraight. Alſo Calamint, the ſede of wilde 
tares called Ozabanke, Sea onions, water Creſtes, herbe⸗ 
grate, ſalt, Ariſtolochia, nuts eat with Rue, the rotes of 
Alperage and the ſerd alſo, Ballamum, vinegar, e the milke 
ok an alle, a childs piſſe, the ſtones ola hedg⸗hog, tbe tones 
of a ſtag oz an aſſe dꝛied and dzunke: alſo Caltoreum, gar- 
licke, gentian, mint, dittan. Al theſe afozeſayd ate god a⸗ 
gainſt venome, and other without number : «nd becauſe 
the danger of venom commeth many 4 ſund2y waies, ther- 
{oze God of his godneſſe hath pꝛouided ſundzy helpes and 
remedies, A god way to help the bitting of any beaſt, ſheep 
92 other, with a mad dog, 02 other venomous beaſt, which 
is,yeſhalcut the wound e make it to bleed, that the benome 
with the blond may therby come loꝛth. Some do vſe to put 
to leech wozmes, to ſucke out the blond, and to cup 02 boxe 
it, and togine them treacle,and lay to the wounds plaiſters 
as nuts mirtwith garlick, cue, and ſalt altogether, and alſa 
nuts alone chewed and laid to the place, e alſo treacle with 
water, oz crenice of the riuer made in powder, dzunk: oz 
the aſhes of the ſaid creuice with gentian, is a ſingular re⸗ 
medis againſt the biting of a mad dog. Likewiſe the iuyte 
of Capriſolum, called wodbine: alſo the leaves of the wild 
figtr&, onions and (alt, oz mint ſtampt likewiſe with ſalt 
and laid to: enery one of theſe alozeſaid laid to, and mixt 
with vinegar oz honey, are ſutficient to helpe againſt the 
biting ofa mad dog,oz ſtinging of other venemous wozmsg 
but a pecfect remedy is, the ople wherein a Scozpion hath 
bede dzowned, and therein alſo is ſod, and a pece there- 
of latd to the place infected, doth helpe. 

Other remedies againft the bitting ofa mad dog. A ſins 
gular remedy, which is to burn the flowers of hony-ſuckis 
02 thꝛ leaued grafſe, mixt it with oldgreaſe and lay it to: 
Dꝛ beate the ſaid flowers with old white wine, and giue 
it him. Alſo the rots ol eglantine made into poudec and laid 
thereon : oz to make him ad2mk with god old white wine. 
Another the berries of elder,oz the iuyce ofthe leaues to be 
giuen with wine luke warme. Allo the iupce ofiplantine gi 
nen 
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nen to dzinke,oz ſtampt with ſalt and laid fo. ©2the rote 
of the great bur bzuiſed with a little ſalt andlaydto doth 
deſtroy venom incontinent, Againe, the ſtrong nettle bzui⸗ 
ſed with lalt, and laid thereunto, oz ſelandine dzunke with 
wine, and ſtampt with ſalt laid to, 02 the leaues ofhoze- 
hound ſtampt and laid to with ſalt : All theſe are ſpeciail 
god againſt the bitting of a mad dog. If a mad dog doe 
bite either hounds oz hogs, ye ſhall gine them the iupte of 
plantine,and let them blond, and it will helpe them but 
mixe it with alittle milke and ſo glue it. 


Remedies and medicines to helpe mangie dogs, as well in 
their eares, as alſo other parts of their bodies. 


N ſummer commonly the eares ot dogs are ſoze troubley 
with vlters, ſcabs, and fleas, that many are mard there- 
by. The remedy is, againſt the ſcabbineſſe in the eare, noint 
it with ople of bitter⸗almonds, and it will heale it, oz to 
rub his eares with bitter almonds ſmally beaten:butifhis 
eares are ſoze within, pee ſhall then mixe therewith tar 
and hogs greaſe , and withtheſame annoint, and pe ſhall 
make the ticks andlice to fall, i ye touch them therewith : 
pe mult not ſcratch them with pour hand foz feare ye make 
an vicerriſe thereof. 

Ik a dog haue fleas, the remedy is : take of beaten cum⸗ 
min, with as muchellobozy, and mixe them together with 
water, and waſh him therewith : oz with the tuyce ol wild 
cutum bers: if ye haue none therof, then annoint all ouer 
his vody with the lies oz olde dꝛegs ofople-oline: 

But if he be mangie and bzoken fozth, ve muſt beate the 
leaues of mellifof,+ ceſtamine in like poꝛtion mingled with 
tar, and ſoannoynt : and this thep ſay is gad foʒ men alſo 
that are ſcabbed: and if the ſcabs be pet moze vehement, pe 
map heale it with the inpce of the Cedar: Alſo rue with a 
cozne oꝛ two of ſalt, and beat them together, then take but- 
ter oʒ ople and put thereto, and ſtir them well together, 
then ſtraine it all out, and anno ent therewith: oz ſeth —4 
gene 
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greene rates of Elecampanein running wafer, and make 
it ſtrong of the rotes inſething long, and put ſome ſope 
andſalt thereunto, and walh your dog therewith warme 
th:& 02 foure dapes together, and it will heale dery well, 
Alſo another, ſome take greene graſſe 4 beate it into fine 
pouder, 4 mixe it with the pouder ofbzimſfone finely bea⸗ 
ten together, then mixe all well with freſh greaſe,and then 
made hot, therewith annopnt. Alſo another very perfect 
and gad medicine is, ye ſhall take an oat ſheat as it comes 
from the field with his alles theron and burn them to aſhes, 
and with thoſe aſhes make lu, and therewith waſh pour 
mangie dogs twice oz thiice a dap, and ſo let him bloud on 
the Gamerell veine behind eit will helpe, often pzoued. 
Alſo another very excellent medicine to kill any itch, ei- 
ther in man 02 dag, which is, ye ſhall take a poztion of oyle 
of lowecdeluce,with a god quatity of bꝛimſſone beaten to 
a fine powder, and the like quantity of Elecampane rots 
dꝛied tn an ouen t beaten into fine powder, with a quantity 
of bay ſalt, dʒied and beaten ta a fine powder:then mixe all 
theſe afozeſaid powders with the ſaid oile, and then warme 
it ouer the fireand annoynt therewith. But il ye ſcratch oz 
make the skinnefirft to bleed oz water, and then annopnt, 
it will doe the better: well and often pzoned. Another foz a 
mangie dog. Take quickſiluer, verdegreaſe, woll-ople, 
baimſtone powder; then mixe all well together, and ther⸗ 
with annoint the dog twice a day. Thus much ſoꝛ the bi⸗ 
frng of mad dogs in helping the lame: and alſo helpes foz 
mangie dogs. 
A bitch eveth with whelpe foureſcoze daies, a her whelpes 
are ſeauen dapes blinde, not of perfec-ſight till twelae 
dates: anda Gzayhound bitch goeth ſire weekes with

skilfall husbandman alter his ſeaſons, labours andinſtry- 
ments: foz in ſtiffe clayes,as are all the fruitfull Aaleys of 
this kingdome ( of which J mult n&desſpeake wozthyly 
and fralp, as allo Huntington ⸗ſhire „ Bedfo2d-ſhire, 
Cambzidge ſhire, e manp other of the like nature, all man- 
ner of earable wozkes muſt be begun at early ſeaſons, and 
betimes in the peare, and the Plowes and inſtruments 
muſt be of large ſize and ſtrong Timbers, and the labour 
great andpaynefull, ſo alſo in mixt ſoyles that are god and 
kruitfull, as Nozthampton-ſhire,Dartfozv-ſhire, moſt part 
of kent, Eſſex, Bark-thire and countries ol like nature, 
all earable ſoples would begin at latter ſeaſons, and the 
plowes and inſtruments would bee of middle ſize and in- 
different timbers and the labour ſomewhat leſle then the 
other, but the light ſandy grounds Which bane alſo a cer- 
taine naturall fcuitfulneſſe in them, as in Nozfolke, Suf- 
folke,moſt part of Lincoln-ſhire, Yamp-ſhire,urrey, and 
countries of that nature, all earable ſoiles would begin 
at the lateſt ſeaſons, and the plowes and 1 
U auld 
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wꝛuld bee of the ſmalleſt and lighteſt ſize , and of che leaf 
timbers, and the labour of all other is moſteaſte. 
Laſtly, fo2 the barren and bnfraitfall earths (of which 
onely J here wzite in this boke ) as is Denon hire, 
Coznewall, many parts ok Wales, Darbi-ſhire, Lanca⸗ 
ſhire, Cheſhire, Pozkeſhire, and many other like oꝛ wozſe 
then they, the earable toiles would haue certaine let time 
oz fit ſeaſon of the peare, but onely accoꝛding to the tempe⸗ 
rateueſſe of the peare, which if it happen early, then pon 
muſt begin your labours early, but if it fall lower in the 
peare, then you muſt begin your labours at latter ſeaſons, 
and faz your Plow and inſtruments, they muſt not kepe 
anytertapne pꝛopoztion, but beframedener accozoing vnto 
the ground, the ſtronge and the ſtiffer ground hauing euer 
the ſtrong and large Plow , with inſtruments of the like 
kinde, and the lighter and moze eaſie earth, a plow and 
tnſfruments of moꝛe eaſte ſubſtance, as foz ithe labour, it 
malf be ſuch and no other then that which hath been alrea- 
dy declared in this boke. 

And hence it comes that the office and duty of euerp 
Skilfull Plowman 02 Carter, is firſt to loke to the nature 
of the earth, next to the ſeaſons ofthe peare, then to the 
cuſfomes and faſhions of the place wherein he lineth: which 
cuſtomes although they be held as ſecondnaturesamong(t 
vs, and that the beſtreaſons of the beſt wozkemen com⸗ 
monly are, that thus J doe becauſe thus they doe, pet 
would J wiſh no man to binde himſelfe moze ſtrictly to 
tuſtome, then the dilcourſe of reaſon ſhall be his warrant, 
and as J would not haue him to pꝛeindicate in his owne 
opinion, ſa I would not haue him to great a flane fo other 
mens traditions, but ſtanding vpon the ground ol reaſon, 
made god by experience, J would euer hane him pzofit in 
his owne indgement. Now of theſe matters J haue wꝛit⸗ 
ten ſuficient both in this booke, and in many fozmer, and 
alſo fo! the election, ozdering, tempering, and making of 
all ſozts of plowes 02 plow pꝛons, cogether with the 
Teames, dzaughts , and other adnantages , of which 
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whoſocuer is ignozant,let him loke info the Ergliſh Huſ- 
bandman, and he map be ſatiſfied : Pew the further cffice 
and dulſy ofthe Hulbandman, is mith great care e diligence 
to reſpect in what ſo2t oz faſhion to plow his ground, foz 
although it hath fozmerly bene ſhewed hom ber ſhall 
lay his forrewes, what depth hee hall plow them, and 
bow hee ſhall be able to raiſe and gaine the greateſt ſtoze of 
mould, pet is there alſo another confideration to bee had, 
no leſſe p2ofitable to the husbandman then anp of the foz- 
mer, and that is how to lay yourlands beſt foz your owne 
pꝛofit and eaſe, as alſo the eaſe of your cattell, which ſhall 
d2aw within pour zanght, as thus fozinffance: if your 
arabls land ſhall lie againſt the ſideof any ſtepe 02 moun- 
tanous high hill (as foz the moſt part all the barrenearths 
doe) if then pon ſhall plow ſuch land directly againſt the 
hill, beginning below, and ſo aſcending ſtraight bpward 
and ſo downe againe, and vp againe, this very labour and 
topling againſt the hill will bz&de ſuch a bitter westiſome⸗ 
neſſe to the tattell, and ſach a diſcoutagement, that you 
ſhall not be able to compaſſe on halle part of your labonr, 
beſides, the danger of oner-heating and lurketting of pour 
beaſts, whence will ſpꝛing many moꝛtall vifeaſes- There-- 
foze when you ſhall plow any ſuch ground, be ſute euer to 
plow it fide-waties ouerthwart the hill, where your-beaſts 
may ener tread on the leuell ground, and neuer directy bp 
and downe, ſo ſhall pour tattell bee better ableto-invare 
the dzaught, andyon with much eale and comlozt beabte 
focompaſſe and finiſh your labours. Beſides, the compaſle 
and manure which you ſhall lay vpon the ground ſhall not 
bee ſo ſone waſht away from the top oꝛ vpper part of the 
ground, becauſe the furrowes not lying ſtraight downe in 
an enen and direct difcent, but turned croffe waies bpward 
againſt the hill, it muſt neteſtarily hold the ſople within 
it, and not let it waſh away as it were thzough:liberall 
channels, as XI haue oft ſ&ne in diuers plates where the 
cone hath biene as ranke as might be at the bottome not 
any growing at the top, only foz want ol wellozdering the 
A 2 Lands, 
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Lands, and knowledge how to pzepare, both ſoza mans 
owne eaſe and his ca tels. 

Againy it is the office and duty of euery god Plowman 
to know what cattell ace meeteſt foz his dzaught, as whe⸗ 
ther Oren, oz Youſe, oz both oxen and hozſe : wherein is 
to be buderwod that although of all dꝛaughts whatſoeaer 
within this Uingdome, there is none ſo god to plow with⸗ 
all, both in reſpect of the; ength, ability, indarance and 
fitneſſe fo2 labour, as the Dren are, in whom there is ſel⸗ 
dome, 02 neuer any loſſe, b:cauſe whenſoeuer his ſeruice 
faileth in the d2zanght, his fleſh will bee of god pꝛice in the 
ſhambles, pet notwithſtanding in this cale a man muſt ne⸗ 
ceCarily binde himſelfe much ta thecuſtoine of the Coun⸗ 
fry and faſhion of his neighhaurs, fo2 if vou ſhall tiue in a 
place where fuell is ſcarſe, and far to be fetcht, as common- 
ly it is in all barren Countries, which foz the moſt part 
are ffony Champaines oz cold Pountaines, and your 
neighbours as well fo2 the (pede ofthe Journepes as fo2 
the length, k@pe Yozſe- dꝛaughts: in this caſe pou muſt 
alſo doe the like, o2 elſe yen ſhall want their companies in 
pour Journey, which is both diſcomfozt and diſp2ofit if as 
ny miſchance 02 caſaalty ſhall happen, oz being infozft to 
dꝛiue your Oxen as faſt as they doe their Noꝛſe, you ſhall 
not onelyouer-heat, tire, bꝛuiſe and ſpople them, but alſu 
vtterly vnſit them either fo feeding 02 labouring: and ther⸗ 
foze if your eſtate bee meane, that you haue no moze but 
what aeceſſity requires, then: pe ail ſo2ztyour Plow oz 
Leeme : acca2ding! ta the faſhion of your country, and the 
bſe of paur neiqhbaurs i but i God: hath bleſt you with 
greatplenty,then it Gall not he amiſſe foz you to haue ener 
an Dre dꝛaught oz two to till your Land, and a Yoſe 
d2aught ta doe all pour faꝛzraine andab2oad buſineſſes, ſo 
hall pour wozke at home euer goe conſtantly foʒward, and 
your ontwardneceſſary p2onifions neuer be wanting. 

Now foꝛ the mixture of Dren and Moꝛſe together, it 
lalleth out aftentimes, that the Plowman muſt of fozce b# 
pzguidad with cattell at both kindes, as it he happen to ** 
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in a monntainous and rocky country, where the ſf&peneſfſe 

of the hills, and narrowneſſe of the waies will ſoffer nei⸗ 
ther Cart, Maine, noꝛ Tumbꝛell to paſſe, in this caſeyon 
ſhall kepe Dren foꝛ the plow to till the ground with, and 
Yozſes to carry pots 02 hokes: the firſt to carry foꝛth pour 
manere, and the other to bzing home your hay and cone 
harueſt, pour fewell and other pzonifions which are neede⸗ 
full foꝛ your family, as they doe both in Coꝛnewall, and 
all other mountainous countries, where Carts E Waines 
and ſuch like dzanghts, haue no poſſible paſſage. 

Againe , it is the office and duty of enery god plowman 
to know his ſenerall labours, fo2 every ſeuerall moneth 
thꝛough the whole peare, whereby no day noz hower map 
be milpent, but euerp tyme and ſeaſon imploped accozding 
as his nature requireth, as thus fo2 example. 


Jn the moneth of January, the paynefull Plowman iftanuary. 


ber liue in fertple and god ſoples, as amongſt rich, ſtiffe, 
ſimple clays, be ſhall firft bzeake bp, oz plow vp his peaſe 
earth, becauſe it muſt lpe to take baite befoze it be ſowne, 
but if he line in frnitfall well mixt ſoples, then in this mo- 
neth hee ſhall beginne to fallow the field hee will lay fo relt 
the peare following, but if he line vpon hard barren earths 
(sf which chiefly J wzight) then in this moneth hee ſhall 
water his Peadowes and Paſture grounds, and hee ſhall 
dꝛaine and make dzy his arable grounds, eſpeciall where 
be intends to low Peaſe, Dates; oz Barley, the ſ@d-time 
following. 

Alſo he ſhall fubbe and rote vp all ſuch rough grounds 
as he intendes to ſow the yeare following : in this moneth 
pon ſhall manure and trim vp your garden moulds, pon 
ſhall comfoꝛt with manure, ſand,o2 lime; oꝛ all thace mixed 
together, the rotes of all barren fruit trees : and alſo you 
may cut downe all ſuch timber as you would not hane 
chinke oz rive, but hold firme and cloſe together, onely 
there will be loſſe in the barke, foz the time is ſomething 
toearly foz it to riſe. W |

Anthe moneth of Febznary, either ſet oz ſow all ſo2ts 
of Beanes, Peale, and other Pulſe, and the ſtitter pour 
ground is, the ſoner beginne pour wozke, pꝛepare your 
Garden mould, and make it eaſte and tender, pzune and 
trim all ſozts of Fruit trees from moſſe, cankers, and all 
ſuperfluons b2anches, plaſh your hedges, and lap pour 
quickſets cloſeandentire together,plantRoſes, Goſe-ber- 
ries, and any fruit that growes vpon ſmall buſhes, graft 
at the latter end of this moneth vpon poung and tender 
ſtockes, but by all meanes ouerladenot the ſtocke: Inau⸗ 
curate in this moneth, oz any other, as ſeone as the barke 
will riſe, ano alſo ſet any lips, bꝛanches, oz young ſpens.

the Bees fre liberty, leane to ſticcour them with ode, and 
let them labour fo2 their lining : Now cut downe all great 
Dake timber, foz now the barke will riſe and bee in ſeaſon 
foz the Tanner. Now ſcoure your ditches,and gather ſuch 
manure as you doe make in the ſtr&tes and high waies in- 
to great heapes together, lay your meadowes, fleight your

In the month of July, apply your hay-harneft, foza day 
flackt is many pounds loſt, chiefely when the weather is 
vnconſtant, ſheare all manner of field-ſh&pe, Somer ftir 
rich ffiffe ground, fople all mirt earths, and latter ſople all 
loſe hot ſands, let hearbs you would pꝛeſerue now run to 
ſtede, out off the alkes of outlandiſh ftowers,and coner the 
rots with new earth, ſo well mixt with manure as may 
be. (ell all ſuch lambs as vou fede fo2 the Batchers, and 
fillleade fozthſand, marle, lime and other manore, fence 
vpyourCopſes, gaze your elder vneec-wods, and bzing 
home all pour fleld-timber. 

And laſtiy foz pour health, abſtaine from all Phyftcke,. 
blieve not but vpon violent occaſion, and neither meddle 
with Wine, Women, no2 other wantonneſſe.

that were ſet the ſpzing befoze, and at the end of this mo- 
neth, beginne to winter-rigge all frnitfull ſoples whatſo-

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laſtly fo2 pour health, Chun feaſts and banquets, let php⸗ 
ſicke alone, hate wine, and onely take delight in dzinkes 
that are cole and temperate.
